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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE UNIVERSITY LIBRARY 
FOR FISCAL YEAR 1974-75 


October 1, 1975 


To the Chancellor of the University: 


The signal event of 1974-75 was the celebration of the library’s 
acquisition of its two millionth volume. This landmark was cele- 
brated on University Day, October 12, 1974, with the presenta- 
tion to the library by the John W. and Anna H. Hanes Foundation 
of The Book of Hawking, Hunting, and Heraldry, better known 
as The Book of St. Albans. Published in 1486, it is one of the 
rarest productions of the anonymous printer known as The 
Schoolmaster Printer of St. Albans, being the first book produced 
in England with printing in colored ink. This valuable addition 
to the library’s collection was presented by Frank Borden Hanes, 
a trustee of the Foundation. Such a generous gift most appropri- 
ately marked the occasion, and the University is deeply indebted 
to the Hanes family for their continued support and interest in 
the library’s development. 


Much effort was expended this year in completing and re- 
fining the planning effort begun last year. The twenty-year plan, 
mentioned in last year’s report, was submitted to the University 
administration in May, 1974. Almost coincidentally, the central 
administration of the University system requested a five year 
plan from each institution in the system. The Library Planning 
Council, who had been responsible for the coordination of the 
long-range planning reports, modified and supplemented the ma- 
terial covering the first five years of the larger plan and sub- 
mitted the result as the library’s contribution to the institution’s 
five year plan. Finally, when that plan was completed, an in- 
tensive period of study of future library facilities followed, and 


_in late November, a plan focussing on that issue but built on 
consideration of all aspects of the library’s operations was sub- 


mitted to the Chancellor. All these activities have involved wide 
staff participation and cooperative efforts with the faculty, and, 
in addition to the plans themselves, one beneficial result has been 
a broad exchange of information of mutual interest. 


A second major effort has been the search for new staff 
members to fill the vacancies caused by five retirements, two new 
positions, and two resignations. At the end of this fiscal year, the 
library lost the services of Charles Schliecker, Assistant Uni- 
versity Librarian for Management; Dr. Harry Bergholz, Chief 
Bibliographer; Dr. Lawrence London, Rare Book Librarian ; Dr. 
Isaac Copeland, Director of the Southern Historical Collection 
and the Manuscripts Division; and Dr. Berta Becerra, Latin- 


American Studies Bibliographer. This group has rendered long 
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and invaluable service to the library, and all of us in the Uni- 
versity community will miss them and their contributions to the 
library’s welfare. 


The creation of the position of Associate University Librarian 
for Technical Services required an extensive national search for 
a person with long and varied experience in technical Services 
and, particularly, familiarity with the operation of networks tied 
into the Ohio College Library Center. The library was very for- 
tunate to obtain the services of Mr. Joe Hewitt, an alumnus of 
the University (B.A., 64; M.L.S., 766), who held the position of 
head of the cataloging department at the University of Colorado. 
During his nine years at Colorado, Mr. Hewitt had coordinated 
a program of cooperative cataloging among Colorado institutions 
and had completed an extensive research study of OCLC, two 
experiences which, with his cataloging experience, made him 
ideally suited for the position here. He is currently working on 
a Ph.D. from Colorado, with a dissertation on OCLC. 


Equally extensive searches were made to replace the senior 
administrators retiring. Mr. Alfred Sharlip, formerly of the 
Department of Finance and Revenue of the municipal govern- 
ment of Washington, D.C., has replaced Mr. Schliecker in a 
slightly re-designed position with the title Assistant University 
Librarian for Planning and Finance. Mr. Sharlip, who holds the 
M.L.S. degree from Columbia University, has had extensive ex- 
perience in the application of computers to large systems. Dr. 
Paul Koda, formerly rare book librarian at Indiana State Uni- 
versity, has become Curator of Rare Books. Dr. Koda has a Ph.D. 
in English from Indiana University and is nearing completion 
of a library degree from the same institution. Dr. Carolyn 
Wallace, an alumna of the University, is now Director of the 
Southern Historical Collection. Dr. Wallace, who has been on 
the staff of the Collection for the past two decades and has con- 
tributed significantly to its development, has her Ph.D. in history 
from the University. Dr. Patrick Wreath, formerly head of Ac- 
quisitions and Collection Development at Boston College, has 
joined the staff as Chief Bibliographer. Dr. Wreath’s doctorate 
is in Russian, from Cornell University, and his library degree is 
from Simmons College. Mr. David Taylor, formerly acquisitions 
librarian at Michigan State University, has been appointed head 
of the Undergraduate Library. Mr. Taylor’s library degree is 
from Columbia University. The position of Latin American 
Bibliographer remains unfilled on a permanent basis, at this 
writing, and Dr. Rafael Coutin, formerly Latin American Cata- 
loger, has been appointed on an acting basis. Mr. Edward Mar- 
tinique has been appointed Asian Bibliographer to fill the vacancy 
created by the resignation of Mr. Lawrence Chen. In April, Mr. 
Larry White joined the staff as Chemistry Librarian. 


The Undergraduate Librarian’s position became vacant 
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through the resignation of D. W. Schneider, who has been ap- 
pointed Associate Director of the Library at Louisiana State 
University. The library will miss Mr. Schneider’s talents and 
leadership, but his colleagues here wish him well in his new and 
challenging assignment. 


In anticipation of the arrival of a second Associate University 
Librarian, the Librarian modified the organizational structure of 
the Library to include two Divisions: one for public services and 
one for technical services. Mr. Clifton Brock, Associate Univer- 
sity Librarian for the past several years, has become Associate 
University Librarian for Public Services, and Mr. Hewitt as- 
sumed direction of the Technical Services Division. This struc- 
ture should provide a more efficient administration and, with a 
wider allocation of administrative duties, expedite decision 
making on that level. 


In the meantime, the efforts for staff development begun last 
year continued. The staff, with membership from the faculty, 
where appropriate, formed the several search committees neces- 
sary to fill the positions mentioned above. In the fall, Joseph 
Jerz, Assistant University Librarian for Staff Development, and 
Walter Black, Assistant Personnel Director for Training and 
Development of the University Personnel Department, conducted 
@ supervisory workshop extending over several weeks for three 
large segments of the supervisory staff. Mr. Jerz also chaired the 
committee responsible for the first revision of the Library's ad- 
ministrative manual in more than a decade. That committee’s 
work is not yet completed, but a report should appear in the near 
future. A joint committee of the faculty and librarians appointed 
by the Provost to study and make recommendations on the status 
of librarians submitted its report to the University Administra- 
tion in March. The non-professional staff was given an extensive 
review by the Personnel Department of the University, resulting 
in the reclassification of a large number of positions. 


Individual members of the staff continued to be prominent in 
- regional and national organizations. Dr. H. G. Jones of the North 
Carolina Collection spoke on “The Politicization of History” at 
the convention of the American Association for State and Local 
History in Austin, Texas, in September. He also was one of 
twenty-five people selceted to participate in the American As- 
sembly at Harriman, New York, in early April, where his The 
Records of a Nation (1969) provided the central theme of the 
Assembly. He has written a number of articles during the year, 
including one on North Carolina for the Americana Annual, 1974 
and one on “The Archives of Southern History” for the projected 
Encyclopedia of Southern History. 


Dr. James Pruett, Music Librarian, serves as editor of Notes, 
the Quarterly Journal of the Music Library Association, and 
Larry Dixson of his staff now is editorial assistant for the publi- 
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cation. Kathryn Logan served as the chairman of the Southeast 
Chapter of the Music Library Association. Dr. Isaac Copeland, 
Director of the Southern Historical Collection and the Manu- 
scripts Division, was elected for another term to the Archives 
Advisory Council of Region 4 of the Nation Archives and 
Records Service. Dr. Carolyn Wallace of the same unit was ap- 
pointed a member of the Advisory Editorial Committee of the 
North Carolina Division of Archives and History. Suzanne Leary 
was made chairman of the Data Base Quality Control Committee 
of the Southeastern Library Network. 


The level of staff activity stemming from regular assigned 
responsibilities continued to grow. Some highlights, neither re- 
flected in the statistical section nor described elsewhere in this 
report, should be mentioned. The Business Administration and 
Social Science Reference Division produced five bibliographies 
for patrons’ use, and the Humanities Reference Division revised 
two previously prepared bibliographies as well as continuing to 
receive wide expression of interest in their Medieval and Renats- 
sance Guide, published last year. A qualitative index to the use 
of the collection which is not reflected in the statistics is captured 
by the registration in the Southern Historical Collection, which 
was used by over 2500 scholars coming from thirty-two states 
and five foreign countries. These figures alone demonstrate the 
crucial importance of this remarkable collection to the inter- 
national community of scholarship. 


The staff also made the necessary preparation for the intro- 
duction of automated operations in Wilson Library. The im- 
minent arrival of the terminals for network cataloguing through 
the Southeastern Library Network led to a number of training 
sessions for the members of the cataloguing department. A gen- 
eral staff meeting on the subject helped to clarify the nature of 
this new procedure and its impact on the library. All the North 
Carolina institutions joining SOLINET have received substantial 
assistance from the Z. Scott Reynolds and the Mary Babcock 
Foundations, who granted funds to help in the purchase of the 
computer terminals required by the system. The State Library 
has matched these funds with grants under the Library Con- 
struction Services Act, and the entire funding effort has been 
administered by Philip Ogilvie the State Librarian. This new 
system, now widely adopted in the country, promises to give the 
library greater efficiency in a number of technical services areas 


and eventually to build a union catalogue for the Southeastern 
region. 


Two additional applications of computer technology are now 
completed. The first is the provision of bibliographic searches 
for patrons of the library through a terminal provided by the 
Computation Center and located in the Business Administration y 
Social Sciences reference room. This capability will allow re- 
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search scholars to obtain broad knowledge of published research 
in their specialization. There are a number of technical problems 
involved, and in an effort to establish some consensus and resolu- 
tion to these issues, the Provost established a University Data 
Bank Committee, with the University Librarian as chairman. 
The Committee is presently working on the formulation of a 
policy to govern the acquisition and use of data banks and off- 
campus services for bibliographic searches. 


The computer is also to be employed in the management of 
great numbers of records in the Circulation Department. The 
circulation of the House Undergraduate Library has profited 
from this method of record handling for several years, and a 
similar system is now installed in the Wilson Library. The new 
procedure will certainly expedite the borrowing of books from 
the library, but in addition, it will allow the retention of circu- 
lation records for the study of use patterns on which decisions 
regarding the proper handling of the titles involved can be based. 


In the related area of information in non-book form, plans on 
the campus are continuing for the creation of a media center 
for the handling of audio-visual materials. The library has played 
an active role in these plans. Brian Nielsen of the Undergraduate 
Library, where most of the library’s audio-visual activity has 
been centered thus far, has assumed the responsibility of repre- 
senting the library’s interests and concerns in this area. 


Mr. Nielsen has acted as the library’s principal audio-visual 
specialist for some time, having used these materials in his own 
orientation tours for incoming students as well as assisting 
faculty in arrangements for their use in classroom instruction. 
This year he planned and implemented a tour program for all 
interested members of the community throughout the year. The 
addition of this service should be of great benefit, for it has long 
been needed to provide an introduction to the library for any 
user, whatever his status on the campus. The experience with the 
freshmen and special groups of students has provided a solid 
foundation for this program, and it should do a great deal to en- 
able patrons to use the library more effectively and independently. 


The Wilson Library building itself has undergone some im- 
provements which make it much more convenient for patrons. 
Following considerable improvements in the directional signs 
made last year by the Public Services Committee, the University 
implemented a previously planned program for rehabilitating the 
lighting in the building. The upgrading of lighting in the stacks, 
particularly, has made this area both more attractive and ac- 
cessible. The building is also equipped with clear exit signs and 
a smoke detection system for the first time now. This last, com- 
bined with new fire extinguishers placed throughout the build- 
ing, provides a degree of safety not present earlier against the 
hazards of fire. 
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The most pressing need facing the library continues to be ad- 
ditional space for the housing of materials. The rented spaces 
mentioned in last year’s report are now filled virtually to capac- 
ity. The space made available in Chase Cafeteria 1s rapidly filling. 
The Law Library generously offered some relief by allowing the 
transfer of 30,000 volumes of little used government documents 
to that building. However, it is clear that additional storage space 
will be needed before the completion of the stack addition, still 
scheduled for 1977. One very hopeful sign was the beginning of 
construction of that addition just as the year ended. 


The acquisition of the two millionth volume reveals the steady 
growth of the collection and indicates the present level of opera- 
tions within the library. It was noted at the celebration of the 
occasion that it had taken 168 years to acquire the first one 
million volumes and 14 years to acquire the second. This volume 
of acquisitions, the attendant problem of selection from the vast 
scholarly literature now available, and the decentralization of 
selection which prevails on the campus, constitute persuasive 
evidence that there should be a central coordinating agency to 
monitor the collection’s development and to establish clear inter- 
relations between the library’s selection and that of the academic 
departments, as well as among the academic departments. Con- 
sequently, a Collection Development Committee, composed of the 
principal selectors in the library system, was formed in Decem- 
ber. Up to this point, the Committee has been largely trying to 
identify areas where policies and procedures are lacking, but 
eventually its efforts should provide better information for every- 


one involved in this crucial effort as to the activities of others 
involved in it. 


An essential part of the collection’s growth is the gifts gen- 
erously donated by friends and alumni of the University. This 
year the library has received many valuable gifts, and several 
are so unusual as to warrant mention here. The Southern His- 
torical Collection was enriched by the donation by Senator 
Samuel J. Ervin, Jr., of his papers, which cover the entire period 
of his career in the Senate. The Collection also received the 
papers of Gordon Gray, who served in several capacities under 
three presidents and was himself President of the University. 
Mrs. Johnstone Avery of Wilmington has presented the Bryan > 
and Leventhorpe family papers, covering the period 1798-1940 


and constituting a valuable source for scholars both in breadth 
and continuity. 


Dr. Eben Alexander, Jr., of Winston-Salem (’35) donated five 
works by Stephen Crane inscribed by the author to Dr. Alex- 
ander’s grandfather, Professor Eben Alexander, professor of 
Greek at the University late in the last century and early in this 
century. Crane and Professor Alexander had become friends in 
Greece during the Professor’s tenure there as Minister, 1893-97. 
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Dr. W. L. Wiley, retired Kenan Professor of French, presented 
a collection of memorabilia of the French theater for the period 
1920-74, including programs and posters. The Sarah Graham 
Kenan Trust generously granted the Friends of the Library 
$10,000 for the purchase of books and added $5,000 to its en- 
dowment for the rare book collection. 


The development of the collection at Chapel Hill is important 
to the entire University system and bears much of the weight for 
the research needs within the system. The University Librarians’ 
Advisory Council, created last year to plan and promote coopera- 
tion among the system’s libraries, has continued to operate 
effectively this year. The Council is now concentrating on such 
areas of cooperation as the interlibrary loan code and long-range 
planning for a central depository of little used materials. Easing 
and refining methods of borrowing materials among these li- 
braries will certainly help to meet the bibliographic needs of all 
the institutions more effectively from the pooled resources. 


Within the campus community, the Administrative Board of 
the Library has begun to investigate future growth of the library 
system. They have considered and rendered judgments on the 
various plans mentioned earlier, and there is now a Board com- 
mittee studying the question of policies governing the creation 
of departmental libraries. In all its activities, the Board has re- 
tained its lively and supportive interest in the library’s welfare 
and usefulness to the campus community. Their counsel on a 
number of issues has been most helpful to the library administra- 
tion. 


The library staff, despite the many projects beyond their 
normal duties reflected in this report, have continued to meet 
their responsibilities with dedication and cheerfulness. They are 
to be congratulated on their assimilation of new experiences, 
procedures, and personnel, and on their desire for personal de- 
velopment. The University continues to be most fortunate in the 
‘quality of its library staff. 


This period in education and publication continues to be a 
difficult one for libraries. The proliferation of published litera- 
ture in all disciplines, the emergence of new disciplines and the 
merging of traditional ones, the startling increase In costs, the 
introduction of new teaching methods, and other similar factors, 
pose new obstacles to a research library’s ability to reflect the 
academic program and to meet the needs created by that pro- 
gram. The very gradual but steady shifting of the organization 
of learning from the traditional structure along disciplinary lines 
to a less clearly defined structure makes sensitive response by a 
university library—perhaps the most ponderous element in an 
institution of higher education—extremely difficult. The times 
call for close coordination of the library’s development with the 
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University’s program and for a carefully managed operation 
within the library. For these reasons, the interest and support of 
the University administration is crucial to the healthy develop- 
ment of a library. We at this University are exceptionally for- 
tunate in this regard, and this foresighted leadership is much 
A iiertet by those of us charged with the library’s welfare and 
uture.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE UNIVERSITY LIBRARY 
FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1975-76 


October 1, 1976 


To the Chancellor of the University: 


Today all service institutions are feeling the opposing pressures of infla- 
tion and shrinking economic resources, on the one hand, and demands for 
increased service, on the other. Nowhere is this situation more apparent 
than in academic libraries, as is evidenced by the primary concern with 
effective management and operations in library literature, at library 
meetings, and in the development of library technology. It is appropriate, 
therefore, that this year witnessed efforts to establish a more efficient 
organization of the Library and to examine closely several aspects of its in- 
ternal operations, as a response to these pressures. The organization of the 
Library into a Public Services Division and a Technical Services Division, 
with each Division reporting to an Associate University Librarian, has 
provided an administrative structure which can respond more quickly and 
productively to operational problems. Moreover, it has created the oppor- 
tunity for closer monitoring and re-assessment of the activities of the units 
in these two large areas. 


Mr. Clifton Brock, Associate University Librarian for Public Services, 
initiated a series of monthly meetings with the heads of the departments in 
his Division. (An organizational chart reflecting the new structure is 
appended to this report.) In addition, he held monthly meetings with the 
Public Services Committee and has established an annual meeting with the 
full staff of the Division. Informal visits in rotation to each of the units 
reporting to him supplement these scheduled meetings. In time, the flow of 
communication and the consideration of both challenges and problems 
that this new structure affords should produce much improved service to 
the Library’s public. 


Dr. Joe Hewitt, Associate University Librarian for Technical Services, 
assumed direction of the Technical Services Division at the beginning of 
the year. Like Mr. Brock, he has sought to increase operational respon- 
siveness within the Division. He chaired the Technical Services Committee, 
established upon his arrival to coordinate the activities and planning of the 
various units in the Technical Services Division and to improve com- 
munications with the Public Services Division. In its first year, the Com- 
mittee studied the cataloging of microforms and audio-visual materials, ex- 
amined the issue of automated catalogs, reviewed and determined the dis- 
position of a number of proposals for new projects in technical services, 
and dealt with a series of technical problems on the maintenance of the card 
catalog. In line with this closer investigation of problems, each unit in the 
Division flow-charted its operations. The results, coupled with the writing 
of job descriptions required of the entire professional staff, have suggested 
some revision of procedures that should lead to more efficient service. 
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Dr. Hewitt, assisted by Rodger Harris, Head of the Catalog Depart- 
ment, has also supervised the installation and expanding operation of the 
Southeastern Library Network’s cataloging system. The use of this new 
capability has grown steadily during the year; and by the end of the period 
covered by this report, half of the cataloging of new materials was being 
done through the network, permitting the transfer of three members of the 
Cataloging Department to other work in the Department. Un- 
questionably, reliance on the system will continue to expand as the 
machine readable data produced by the Library of Congress, on which it is 
based, broadens in coverage of published materials and as its use becomes 
more integrated into the Library's operations. The University and the 
Library are contributing substantially to this significant advancement of 
library service in the region: the Library is a charter member of the 
Network; the Librarian serves on the Board of Directors; Ms. Suzanne 
Leary of the Cataloging Department chairs the Committee on Data Base 
Quality Control; Dr. Hewitt serves on the Reactor Group for Acquisitions, 
Mrs. Nancy White serves on the Reactor Group for Serials Cataloging; and 
Mr. Larry Dixson serves on the Reactor Group for Music, Scores, and 
Sound Recordings Cataloging. 


The Library acquired yet another capability through the application of 
computers to library service. The Business Administration/ Social Sciences 
Reference Room and the Math/ Physics Library installed terminals that 
provide on-line access to the DIALOG bibliographic data bases in Santa 
Monica, California. This service now offers a broad spectrum of 
bibliographic data in a variety of disciplines and dramatically expedites a 
scholar’s survey of the published literature in his specialization. It operates 
on fees charged to the user, calculated on the particular data base searched 
and the amount of time required by the search. The Library is indebted to 
the University Institutional Grants Committee and to the departments 
served by the Math/ Physics Library for the purchase of the terminals. It is © 
necessary for the terminal attendant to engage the user in a long and 
detailed discussion of the information sought, so that an accurate “profile,” 
assuring the most efficient use of the on-line time, can be designed. Staff 
members in the two units offering the service have received formal training 
in its operation, and there is now an Information Retrieval Committee, 
chaired by Associate University Librarian Clifton Brock, to monitor its use 
and any problems arising from it. 


The automation of the Wilson Library’s circulation has proved to be a 
valuable boon to both borrowers and staff. The major benefit, of course, is 
the additional ease with which a book can be borrowed from the Library, 
and this new convenience no doubt is in part responsible for the eight per- 
cent increase in the Wilson Library’s circulation this year. In addition, the 
computerized records of circulation are gradually building up a mass of 
data which can be analyzed for future decisions on collection development, 
reclassification, storage of materials, lending policies, and related issues. It 
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is hoped that as these data become more useful, additional information 
gathered through questionnaires and monitoring devices can supplement 
them to provide a thorough study of the local use of library materials. Like 
the information on circulation, this insight into the needs and habits of the 
campus community in regard to the Library should provide, on a broad 
scale, vital information for decisions on the operations and growth of the 
Library. To that end, the Librarian appointed a Task Force under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Brock to begin the examination of past investigations 
of this nature and of past methodologies as preparation for the design of a 
local study. 


One might wish that such studies were already in hand, for they would be 
invaluable in the design of a new building, the pleasant task now confron- 
ting the Library. The Planning Council, chaired by Ms. Louise Hall, 
devoted much of the year to updating the Plan for Library Services 
Through 1995. This revision was the Library’s contribution to the general 
revision of the University’s Five Year Plan under the direction of Professor 
Hugh Holman, chairman of the University Planning Council. In the hope 
of and preparation for final approval of the sale of the University utilities, 
the Planning Council then turned to the job of assembling detailed 
specifications for a new building from every department in the Wilson 
Library that would move to another facility. The Council, under the able 
leadership of Ms. Hall and with the counsel of Mr. Gordon Rutherford of 
the University’s Planning Office, accomplished this complex and deman- 
ding task in excellent fashion and, as the year ended, were preparing to sub- 
mit a precise and coherent planning document to the University Librarian. 


Another major planning document was taking shape under the guidance 
of Dr. Patrick Wreath, newly appointed Chief Bibliographer. Dr. Wreath 
worked with the Collection Development Committee of the Library staff 
on a policy statement to provide durable guidelines for the development of 
the Library’s collections. The Collection Development Policy, which will 
ultimately be presented to the Administrative Board of the Library for ap- 
proval, is still being reviewed and refined at this writing. Once established, 
it should provide the University for the first time with a set of priorities for 
strengths in the Library and clearly defined boundaries of coverage. A 
library collection is obviously built for the future as well as the present, and 
with limited resources, it is absolutely vital that any research library use 
those resources to provide maximum coverage and appropriate depths un- 
der some reasoned design. It is extremely difficult to build a balanced 
collection through decentralized, faculty selection of additions to the 
collection because of the varying degrees of participation and the great 
mobility which exist in faculties. However, it is impossible when there is no 
policy to guide faculty selection, and it is hoped that a collection develop- 
ment policy will assist in preventing the creation of peaks, valleys, and the 
occasional total gaps in the Library’s holdings that have occurred in the 
past. 
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Collection development will be directly affected if the University joins 
the Center for Research Libraries. The Center accepts contributions of 
materials from its institutional members and purchases specialized 
materials for lending to meet the research interests among them. Confined 
to research libraries, it provides the advantages of quick deliveries, an un- 
limited lending period, and the unusual materials in its collection. It should 
be beneficial to the Library particularly in the areas of state and foreign 
documents, foreign newspapers, foreign dissertations, and journals in the 
sciences. The University had been a member in the earlier years but 
dropped its membership in 1959. Aided by an excellent memorandum 
prepared by John Shipman of the Bibliographic Services Department, 
both the Library Administration and the Administrative Board of the 
Library studied the question of applying for re-admission at length and 
concluded that an application should be resubmitted. If the 1976-77 budget 
permits, application for membership will be made early in the year. 


The Center for Research Libraries had its origin in the belief, long a 
flourishing tradition among American academic libraries, that sharing the 
costs of materials through interlibrary lending was essential to responsible 
library service. This type of cooperation has been a prominent 
characteristic of the relations between the Library and the Duke University 
Library since the 1930’s, when a series of agreements assigning collecting 
responsibilities to the two libraries were reached. This year, with the 
relatively new administration in this library and the appointment of Mrs. 
Connie Dunlap as Librarian at Duke, efforts were begun to re-affirm those 
earlier agreements and to explore new areas in which cooperation could be 
carried further. The result was the establishment of a joint committee under 
the leadership of the heads of technical services from both libraries. As its 
first task, the committee is examining the serials and microform holdings of 
each library to identify duplications, unique items, and undesirable gaps. 
Simultaneously, the Serials Department is conducting a study of 
duplications of subscriptions and standing orders within the Chapel Hill 
system and making cancellations wherever feasible. 


Cooperation among the libraries of the University system made a signifi- 
cant advance during the year with the adoption of a new interlibrary loan 
agreement that permits undergraduates in the several institutions to 
borrow from libraries on other campuses. Certain kinds of sharing of 
resources, however, may well come to grief in the future under the 
limitations imposed by the new copyright law before the Congress. Despite 
vigorous opposition by a number of library organizations, the proposed 
legislation may prohibit all interlibrary loans except for those cases in 
which original material can be lent. This rather devastating prospect is 
coupled with a growing tendency among large university libraries to charge 
for interlibrary loan services. Two of the country’s larger and most 
prestigious academic libraries joined these ranks during the year.

Cooperation among the libraries of the State is also threatened by the 
uncertain status of the North Carolina Union Catalogue. This catalogue, 
one of the first union catalogues created in the United States, began as an 
exchange of cards between Duke and the University of North Carolina. 
Over the years, it grew to become a bibliographic instrument for the entire 
State and during the 1960’s began to receive the necessary support for this 
expanded clientele from federal funds administered by the State Library. 
Those funds will not be available for this indispensable service after May, 
1977; and the University Librarian, the Associate University Librarian for 
Public Services, and Mr. Sam Boone, head of the Interlibrary Services 
Center, are presently exploring alternative means of funding for the 
Catalogue. 


The Interlibrary Services Center consists of the Interlibrary Loan Office, 
the Microform Reading Room, and the Photographic Services, in addition 
to the Union Catalogue. Each of these units made marked improvements in 
its services this year. The Interlibrary Loan Office refined its procedures 
with several Library departments to expedite its transactions, began to use 
the efficiency and record-keeping capacity of the automated circulation 
system to advantage in its lending, and undertook to integrate the location 
information provided by Solinet in its operations. The Microform Reading 
Room purchased new equipment that now virtually eliminates any waiting 
for an available space by patrons. In addition, the entire catalog of 
microform holdings was reviewed and corrected. The Photographic Ser- 
vices contracted with acommercial firm for the provision of public copying 
machines in an effort to have maintenance service of the machines available 
at all times. This unit also initiated several major microfilming projects 
during the year, including filming the complete backfile of The Daily Tar 
Heel, selective filming of deteriorating materials in the North Carolina 
Clipping File, and filming of the Penn School papers for the Southern 
Historical Collection under a grant awarded by the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion. 


The staff of the North Carolina Collection in addition to requesting the 
filming projects mentioned above, undertook some preservation efforts of 
its own by beginning to convert its invaluable photographic files to acetate 
negatives in order to prevent any further decline in the physical condition 
of this material. The Manuscripts Department, now supervised by Dr. 
Carolyn Wallace, began to receive typed transcripts from the Oral History 
Program; prepared a supplement to The Southern Historical Collection, A 
Guide to Manuscripts (1970), with the aid of a grant from the National En- 
dowment for the Humanities; markedly improved its security measures In 
response to thefts from nearby collections during the year; established an 
Advisory Committee of faculty drawn from relevant departments, super- 
vised the Penn School papers project; and processed a substantial body of 
material for the University Archives. The Rare Book Collection, under its 
new Curator, Dr. Paul Koda, made notable additions to its Johnson- 
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Boswell, Dickens, Shaw, D.H. Lawrence, and private press collections; 
planned and supervised a workshop for librarians on the preservation and 
restoration of materials; surveyed the general collection and transferred a 
number of items from the stacks to the Collection; and began laying plans 
and acquiring equipment for the establishment of a bibliographic 
laboratory. 


These collections, which contribute so much to the Library’s regional 
and national reputation, are almost totally dependent for acquisitions on 
funds and materials from generous and interested donors. This year, as 
always, we were fortunate in having the support of friends and alumni of 
the University who kindly continued this tradition of giving to the Special 
Collections. Some of the notable gifts were: Mrs. Dougald MacMillan, a 
collection of 18th century books; Mrs. Eben Alexander, a group of mis- 
cellaneous additions to the Rare Book Collection; Jacques Barzun and 
Wendall Taylor, a hundred additions to the special collection of mystery 
and detective stores; Professor E. Morot-Sir, a first edition of Lavoisier’s 
Methode de la Nomenclature Chimique; Professor John Schnorrenberg, 
several volumes, including a copy of Jedidiah Morse’s The American 
Gazetteer (1797); Miss Annette Duchein, a series of six framed Audobon 
prints; and Bernard Flatow, two rare books of Spanish literature. The 
Western Electric Company very generously donated a comparison 
microscope to assist in the creation of the bibliographic laboratory. The 
Southern Historical Collection, which depends almost exclusively on 
donations of materials for its growth, received, among other gifts, ad- 
ditions to the Louis Round Wilson papers from Dr. Wilson and to the 
Samuel H. Lockett papers from Mrs. Barbara W. Dailey. Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert S. Pickens gave the Liddell and Pickens family papers, Mrs. Nancy 
Cobb Lilley the Cobb family papers, Mr. McLean Marshall the William A. 
Couper papers, and Admiral Henry E. Eccles the Brashear-Lawrence fami- 
ly papers. 


The Library’s varied activities, additional operations, and new 
leadership, described above made the year one of substantial professional 
development for the Library staff. In addition, there were a number of im- 
aginative and productive activities for the same purpose initiated by in- 
dividual staff members and by the Librarians’ Association. Workshops 
were organized and well attended on Automation, Restoration and Preser- 
vation of Materials, and on Management and Budgeting. There was also an 
almost spontaneous miniworkshop, organized largely at the instigation of 
David Taylor, the Undergraduate Librarian, on staff experience at the 
Midwinter meeting of the American Library Association. Mrs. Dunlap 
was invited to speak to members of both the Duke and Carolina staffs, and 
she made the useful suggestion that the two staffs work closely together in 
matters of professional development. Members of both staffs are now ex- 
ploring the possibility of such cooperation. Individual members of the staff 
attended workshops and professional meetings pertinent to their respon- 
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sibilities, serving in several instances as officers or committee chairmen of 
the sponsoring organization. The record this year provides ample evidence 
of the staff's growing and commendable desire for personal and 
professional development. 


Certainly an important aspect of that development has been service on 
staff committees over the past three years. These committees were es- 
tablished to spread the administrative load and to provide a broad involve- 
ment of staff in the decision-making process. During the year, there were 
thirteen standing committees, which were consolidated into ten at the end 
of the year. The major areas covered are automation, collection develop- 
ment, staff communication, graduate assistants’ grievances, information 
retrieval, microforms, public services, technical services, travel, and long- 
range planning. In addition, there have been search committees for every 
recent appointment on the level of department head or above, and several 
ad hoc committees created to examine and make recommendations on 
specific problems. By and large, the committees have fulfilled their pur- 
pose, lending assistance to the Library administration in the monitoring of 
operations and offering a considerable segment of the staff the opportunity 
for experience both broader and more varied than regular job assignments 
permit. (A list of the standing committees of the staff is appended to this 
report.) 


The staff continued to take imaginative steps to bring the resources of the 
Library to the attention of the community. A committee of the Librarians’ 
Association chaired by Ms. Ann Lee of the Undergraduate Library, this 
year’s president of the Association, produced a revised Guide to the 
Libraries, presenting the Library’s services, organization, collections, and 
policies governing the use of its resources, ina clear and convenient format. 
The two reference departments continued to produce bibliographies to 
assist students in the use of materials ona variety of subjects. Most notably, 
the Humanities Reference Department revised one of its more extensive 
guides, Archives: A Selected Bibliography of Directories, Guides, Inven- 
tories, and Bibliographies, and produced three shorter but useful lists, Film 
Reviews and Film Study, Selected List of Style Manuals, and Genealogy 
and Heraldry. The Business Administration/ Social Sciences Reference 
Department produced four such guides: Colleges and Universities, 
Methods and Materials of Educational Research, Selected Investment Ser- 
vices, and United Nations Documents. These written aids were 
supplemented by the expanding program of bibliographic instruction, 
which, through the cooperation of the English Department, now reaches 
all freshmen English classes as well as a variety of professional and 
graduate school groups. The In-Wats program, which directly extends the 
resources of the Library to the citizens of the State, continued to render 
valuable service. This year’s statistics revealed that roughly 70% of the 
questions are from public libraries across the State. 
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The Library staff continued to assimilate new members filling vacancies 
created by retirements and resignations this year and last. The ap- 
pointments listed in last year’s annual report have brought the Library a 
rich variety of experience and talents. This year Dr. William Ilgen succeed- 
ed Dr. Berta Becerra as Latin American Bibliographer. Dr. Ilgen, who was 
a member of the Romance Language Department here from 1967 to 1971, 
holds the Ph.D. degree from Yale University and most recently has been 
Chairman of the Spanish and Italian Departments of Middlebury College. 
Dr. Carolyn Wallace, succeeding Dr. J. Isaac Copeland, has become 
Curator of Manuscripts and Director of the Southern Historical Collec- 
tion. Richard A. Shrader has filled her former position, with the new title of 
Reference Archivist. Miss Anna Brooke Allan retired from the same 
department after thirty-two years of superior service, and her successor is 
Mrs. Ellen Neal, Technical Services Archivist. Michael G. Martin, Jr., Un- 
iversity Archivist, has assumed the administrative responsibilities formerly 
held by Miss Allan. Dr. James Pruett resigned as Music Librarian to 
become Chairman of the Music Department, and Dr. Margaret Johnson 
was appointed to replace him. Dr. Johnson, who holds the Ph.D. in 
musicology from Tulane University, has been on the staff of Otto 
Harrassowitz, Inc. in recent years. Mrs. Minnie Schaberg, Acquisitions 
Librarian, and Mrs. Louise Hawkins, Head of the Business Ad- 
ministration/ Social Sciences Reference Department, retired at the end of 
the year. After a national search, Ms. Diane Strauss, formerly Social 
Sciences Reference Librarian in BA/SS, was appointed to be Mrs. 
Hawkin’s successor. A search for Mrs. Schaberg’s successor was still in 
progress as the year ended. Ms. Suzanne Levy, formerly with the Division 
of the State Library, joined the staff of the North Carolina Collection, 
replacing Ms. Jane Bahnsen, who retired from the Collection after 24 years 
of dedicated service. Ms. Alice Cotten was promoted to Reference 
Librarian in the Collection. Ms. Mary Cargill, a former staff member who 
in recent years had been on the staff of the University of Vermont, and Ms. 
Karol Pekar, a recent graduate of the Library School, joined the Catalog- 
ing Department. Ms. Rosa Tai, also a cataloger and a recent graduate of 
the Library School, is now a member of the Bibliographic Services Depart- 
ment. Susan Mackler, a third recent graduate from the Library School, 
joined the staff of the Serials Department. 


The Administrative Board of the Library continued to lend supportive 
counsel to the Library Administration and, as the policy-making body of 
the Library, was closely involved in its activities during this crowded year. 
As has been indicated, the Board carefully examined the question of apply- 
ing for a renewal of the University’s membership in the Center for Research 
Libraries. The Board also approved the provision of the on-line services 
offered by DIALOG, the extension of interlibrary lending to un- 
dergraduates within the University, and, with some revisions, the proposal 
for academic status for librarians. A committee of the Board, chaired by 
Professor Tomas Baer, formulated a policy governing the creation of any 
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future departmental libraries. Board members continue to show an active 
and conscientious interest in the Library, and the time and effort which 
they devote to guiding its development is one of its major strengths. 


Adequate space remains the Library’s primary problem. The stack addi- 
tion, originally scheduled for completion in January, 1977, is now 
scheduled for June, 1977. Undoubtedly, there will be a number of in- 
conveniences to the Library’s patrons during the upcoming year, as con- 
struction progresses. Nonetheless, the hope for this desperately needed 
relief of our space problems, however short-lived it may prove to be, is most 
encouraging. Mr. Archie Fields, head of the Circulation Department, con- 
tinued to act as the Library’s liaison with the architect and contractor and 
coordinated the selection of stacks, carrels, and lounge furniture, made 
during the year. Plans for the occupation of the new space and the 
redistribution of space in the present stack area have been initiated, under 
Mr. Fields’ direction. 


The year ended with an interruption in the development of the collec- 
tions, resulting from the moratorium on purchasing required by the State 
Government. Plainly, this blanket prohibition on acquisition, if prolonged, 
could inflict severe damage on the research and instructional programs of 
the University. The temporary interruption, however regrettable, has been 
met with good spirits and cooperation from faculty and Library staff alike. 
The processing of the orders which normally would have been placed in the 
last four months of the fiscal year continued, so that they could be sent to 
suppliers after July 1. While there will be an unavoidable delay in the 
receipt of the materials, this prior preparation of the orders should limit it 
to the minimum. 


This Bicentennial Year is also the centennial of the University’s greatest 
librarian. The remarkable career of Louis Round Wilson is both too well- 
known and too full to be recounted here. Perhaps it is enough to say that 
Dr. Wilson established the Library’s present character, its distinctive 
collections, and its tradition of service to the State, during his tenure in the 
first third of this century. The mark which he left on the University as 
founder of the University Press, advisor to the University Administrations, 
alumni leader, and creator of the Extension Division, was also extremely 
significant, and it is only fitting that the University plans to honor him on 
December 2, 1976, to mark his 100th anniversary. The University will 
always be indebted to this unique educator and administrator for his long 
and fruitful service. 


The University is still fortunate in its leadership, and the Library is still 
maintaining a quality equal to that of the rest of the institution because of 
it. This year cannot pass without an acknowledgement of your farsighted 
decision to attempt to provide the University with a new central Library. I 
have witnessed some of the personal investment of time and thought which 
you have devoted to this commitment, and I feel the entire community 1s 
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greatly in your debt. This facility for the major central resource of the Un- 
iversity holds the potentiality of dramatically improving the educational 
life of every student and the scholarly life of every faculty member at the 
University for years to come. If realized, it will undoubtedly be a landmark 
in the University’s history, and it would not have been possible without 
your leadership and rare personal involvement. 


The centrality of the library to the whole academic program of a univer- 
sity is So apparent that it sometimes receives insufficient emphasis. Conse- 
quently, it can scarcely be stated too often that the Library program and 
staff, from the most obscure activity to the most influential innovation, ex- 
ist for the improvement of learning, instruction, and research in the institu- 
tion. The year has been unusually productive, and the staff of the Library 
deserves special praise for the manner in which they have grown and have 
assimilated great change, individually and as a group. With the support of 
the people of the State, the University Administration, and the faculty and 
students of the University, these very talented and dedicated people are ful- 
ly capable of carrying on the strong tradition of library development and 
service on this campus. Part of that tradition is, indeed, active and in- 
terested support from the groups named above, and for that, we in the 
Library are deeply grateful.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE UNIVERSITY LIBRARY 
_FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 1976-77 


October 1, 1977 


To the Chancellor of the University: 


Any research library, if it truly deserves that rather awesome designation, 
poses educational as well as operational challenges to its staff. For it is not 
simply a service unit within the University. It is also a vast and intricate network 
of information, which represents all scholarly specializations and therefore 
constitutes the most comprehensive intellectual resource in the community. 
Properly developed, serviced, and used, it is an integral part of the academic 
program, not merely supporting but extending instruction and research. 


Regrettably, the scholarly and educational dimensions of research libraries 
tend to become less prominent in periods of economic difficulties, like the 
present one, and in the face of technological innovations in information hand- 
ling. The constraints of the first and the potential benefits of the second combine 
to focus attention on technical proficiency instead of intellectual results. Cer- 
tainly efficient disposition of resources and effective organization of personnel 
were never more critical than they are today, but these pressing requirements 
should never obscure the library’s scholarly purpose. 


The University has been fortunate in having its traditions in librarianship 
established by a unique educator-administrator—Louis Round Wilson, who 
was an able manager as well as being, in the most literal sense, a profound 
teacher. Dr. Wilson, who graduated from the University in 1899 and is today 
the oldest living alumnus, became University Librarian in 1901 and retained 
that position for thirty years before assuming the Deanship at the Graduate 
Library School of the University of Chicago. After ten years at Chicago, where 
he transformed library education through a fresh approach to a broadened 
curriculum and where he produced many of the library leaders of that genera- 
tion, Dr. Wilson returned to Chapel Hill to continue his active contributions to 
his alma mater and his profession. 


Dr. Wilson’s accomplishments as University Librarian, advisor to Univer- 
sity administrations, and contributor to the library profession, profoundly 
influenced the institution and librarianship during his tenure here. While there 
is not space to recount his entire career, certain landmarks in it that are of 
particular importance to the University should be recorded here. As Librarian, 
he planned and supervised the construction of two library buildings and 
initiated the Library’s development as a research center by establishing the 
North Carolina, Southern Historical and Rare Book Collections. Outside the 
Library, he developed and directed the Extension Division, founded and 
directed the UNC Press, and edited the Alumni Review. He taught library 
courses to interested students for a number of years before obtaining a grant 
from the Carnegie Corporation in 1929 to establish a library school, which 
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opened in 1931 with Dr. Wilson as its first director. He was a major influence in 
the founding of the North Carolina Library Association, the North Carolina 
Library Commission, and the Southeastern Library Association. He was presi- 
dent of the American Library Association in 1934-35 and over the course of his 
career received virtually all the major awards that organization makes. His 
bibiliography is also much too extensive for just treatment here, but it 1s 
characteristic of his active and productive life that he published a new book, 
Historical Sketches, in his ninety-ninth year. 


December 27, 1976, was Dr. Wilson’s one-hundredth birthday. To provide a 
centennial celebration worthy of commemorating such a career was no simple 
task. It was clear to all involved that a suitable occasion would have to reflect 
both aspects of Dr. Wilson’s career, and consequently, the program was 
planned around two symposia, one on library education and the other on library 
administration. Wilson Day, December 2, 1976, began with an address by Jack 
Dalton, former dean of the School of Library Science at Columbia University, 
entitled, ‘‘Library Education in the Southeast Since World War II.’’ Virginia 
Lacy Jones, dean of the School of Library Science at Atlanta University, and 
Mary Edna Anders, author of Libraries and Library Services in the Southeast, 
reacted. ‘‘University Libraries and Change’’. was the theme of the afternoon 
session and of the principal paper, presented by Dr. Herman Fussler, Martin A. 
Ryerson Distinguished Service Professor at the University of Chicago, former 
Director of Libraries at Chicago, and an alumnus of the University of North 
Carolina. Robert B. Downs, dean of library administration emeritus at the 
University of Illinois; Guy R. Lyle, director of libraries emeritus at Emory 
University; and Stephen A. McCarthy, former director of libraries at Cornell 
University, reacted to Dr. Fussler’s paper. These distinguished speakers, like 
those of the morning session, had close associations with Dr. Wilson in the 
past. The papers of both sessions have been published. 


It is fitting that shortly after Wilson Day, the Board of Trustees of the 
University selected an architect to design the new central library. This act was 
the culmination of a long and arduous effort by the University Administration to 
provide the campus with a comprehensive library program which should serve 
the University for the next twenty years. The program also includes an expan- 
sion of the Health Sciences Library and the renovation of Wilson Library, 
which ultimately will contain the special collections and a residue of little used 
materials from the main collection. During the summer and fall, the Library 
staff worked diligently on detailed allocations of space in the proposed central 
library and then turned this material over to a team of administrators, who wrote 
the final building program. This team consisted of Associate University Libra- 
rians Clifton Brock and Joe Hewitt, Assistant University Librarian Alfred 
Sharlip, and the University Librarian. With the guidance of Mr. Gordon 
Rutherford of the University Planning Office, the team reviewed the work of 
the Library departments, added the necessary general material to complete the 
final statement, and submitted the program to the architect upon his appoint- 
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ment. Since that time, the team and Mr. Rutherford have been working closely 
with the architects, Leslie N. Boney of Wilmington in affiliation with 
Mitchell/Giurgola of New York and Philadelphia, on the planning of the 
building. As last year’s report stated, these new facilities will be a landmark in 
the University’s history, holding, as they do, the potentiality of markedly 
improving the educational life of every student and the scholarly life of every 
faculty member for years to come. The University Administration and Board of 
Trustees are due the community’s appreciation for accomplishing the difficult 
but highly significant task of gaining the necessary authorization for the new 
structure. 


The completion of the addition to the stacks of Wilson Library, delayed 
several months, was approaching, as the year ended. This expansion will 
provide both the necessary space to accommodate the Library’s collections and 
services until the new building opens and the essential provision for the special 
collections, transferred materials from departmental and Divisional libraries, 
and any overflow from the new main building once it is filled. Thus the new 
program provides an integrated library system for the entire University, with 
the fourteen libraries on campus acting as interdependent elements in the 
whole. In the meantime, as these long term improvements progress, the Library 
staff wishes to acknowledge, with appreciation, the substantial improvements 
made by the Physical Plant Department in the appearance and safety of Wilson 
Library during the past year. 


Another aspect of the University Administration’s planning for library de- 
velopment over the past several years was the identification, by faculty and 
staff, of lacunae in the collections. The Library’s staff of bibliographers has 
made good, if not substantial, reductions in the list each year since its compila- 
tion in 1973-74. This year, the Bibliographic Services Department surveyed the 
progress made, and the results indicated that most of the monographs remain to 
be acquired, that roughly 60% of the monographic sets and series are now in the 
collections, and that a small portion of the backfiles of journals, largely on 
microfilm, have been purchased. Exact measurements of progress are some- 
what difficult, because the list frequently describes subject areas, instead of 
naming specific titles. Moreover, some academic departments, in their desire to 
obtain this material quickly, have purchased materials in the /acunae list out of 
annual book allocations. The combined acquisitions from these purchases and 
those made on special funds assigned to this purpose are gradually eliminating 
the identified deficiencies in the collections. 


Dr. Patrick Wreath, Chief Bibliographer, in consultation with faculty and 
staff, has integrated these retrospective purchases into a general program for 
collection development. Dr. Wreath will present this program in its final form 
to the Administrative Board of the Library in the upcoming year. The proposed 
program, if adopted, should allow the Library to take advantage of contempo- 
rary acquisition methods provided by dealers, to follow predetermined 
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guidelines in a balanced development of the collections, to engage funds with 
maximum effectiveness, and to fulfill our obligations in cooperative programs 
with other libraries to the maximum. There is every reason to believe that these 
proposed procedures will create a stronger collection while saving time for both 
faculty and staff. A small beginning in this approach to selection and acquisi- 
tion of materials was made this year through the university press approval plan, 
which enables the Library to obtain appropriate titles published by the major 
university presses of this country without title-by-title selection. 


Among the notable additions to the collections this year were a first edition of 
Johannes Trithemius’ De scritoribus eccleciasticis (Basel, 1494); Seneca’s His 
Tenne Tragedies (London, 1581); Lucretius’ De rerum natura (Paris, 1563); 
the Vatican Library’s Les manuscripts classiques latin de la Bibliotheque 
vaticana, 1975-; the Ward Dorrance papers, including letters from Allen Tate, 
Carolina Gordon, other members of the Nashville Fugitive group, and Flannery 
O’Connor; and the Jackson Matthews papers, which contain a particularly rich 
collection of material on and by Paul Valery, the twentieth century French poet. 
As always, gifts from friends and alumni of the University supplemented these 
acquisitions. Among a great many others, Professor Lyman Cotten gave a 
group of maps and rare books from his father’s personal collection; the estate of 
Mrs. Joseph E. Pogue contributed copies of Dr. Pogue’s articles and books; the 
Graves family donated the papers of Mr. and Mrs. Louis Graves, the founder 
and long-time editor of the Chapel Hill Weekly and his wife; and Mrs. Anne 
Kitchin Travis donated the papers of former Congressman and Governor 
William Walton Kitchin. Generous and helpful donations to the endowments of 
the Southern Historical Collection and the North Carolina Collection assisted 
the growth of those two research collections. 


Two collections within the Library’s holdings deserve special mention be- 
cause they are of unusual significance to this institution and this region, 
although they are still in their formative stages. The University Archives, which 
has suffered from the lack of space in the Library, will receive adequate 
shelving for the materials now stored in South Building when the stack addition 
opens. This physical accommodation will permit a gradual sorting and weeding 
of the material that should ultimately result in a far better organization and 
servicing of this significant collection. The Manuscripts Department continues 
to hope that eventually a formal program for the Archives will be established 
and plans to provide the space for such a program in Wilson Library after its 
renovation. The Folk Music Archive, also suffering from a lack of space, is 
located in the Music Library and contains a wealth of recorded material on the 
State and region. An indication of its holdings can be seen in some of its major 
acquisitions of the past year: 100 reels of Baptist songs and services, recorded in 
Southwestern Virginia on a grant from the National Endowment for the 
Humanities; 100 reels of instrumental music of Southwestern Virginia; and 32 
reels recorded at the North Carolina Folklife Festival of 1976. If this collection 
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continues to grow, it will provide a major resource to support future study of the 
traditional music of North Carolina and surrounding states. 


The creation of a Media Center on campus has raised the question of the 
Library’s relationship to that unit. Brian Nielsen of the Undergraduate Library, 
who has assumed the duties of liaison officer for the Library with the Center and 
who served on the Center’s Board of Directors, submitted an extensive report at 
the end of the year suggesting the manner in which the relationship should 
develop. This report and further consultation with the Center will guide the 
audiovisual activities of the Library. The Undergraduate Library has always 
offered a limited amount of service for this kind of material, and the Music 
Library has always provided listening facilities for phonodiscs. It is clear that 
the Library system, within the limitations of resources, should begin to take a 
more active role in providing such services, in coordination with the Media 
Center. At the moment, the guiding principle emerging is that the Library 
should assume responsibility for individual service to students, while the Media 
Center should provide service to classroom groups; but much exploration 
remains to be done. 


The obligation to expand and enrich the Library’s holdings must not detract 
from the need for protecting and preserving the collections gathered in the past. 
This year several major projects were initiated to assure the survival of mate- 
rials already held by the Library. A careful analysis of binding expenditures 
resulted in additional controls and a more effective disposition of those funds. 
The Photographic Services unit of the Interlibrary Services Center continues to 
microfilm the North Carolina Collection’s invaluable newspaper clipping file, 
as well as filming the Dawson Pamphlet Collection and a complete file of The 
Chapel Hill Newspaper. Dr. Paul Koda, the Curator of the Rare Book Collec- 
tion, continued his systematic examination of the general collections for vol- 
umes which should be appropriately transferred to that collection for security 
and proper care. He identified a total of 471 items, chiefly pre-1800 imprints, 
limited editions, and scarce volumes valued at over $100. A Preservation 
Committee was created to monitor these and similar efforts. There is a growing 
interest nationally in preservation programs, and there are clear and gratifying 
signs that the Library of Congress is preparing to take on national leadership in 
this area. 


In arelated undertaking, the Catalog Department managed to make progress 
on the reclassification of titles still in the Dewey Decimal Classification. To the 
degree that it is possible, the Solinet-OCLC system is being used to expedite 
this work. But most of the reclassification will have to be done without the 
assistance of the network because of the age of the titles in question. Several 
criteria have been developed to identify the 300,000 or so volumes which will 
be reclassified into the Library of Congress classification, the principal one 
being the number of times the book has been borrowed from the Library in 
recent years. Under present plans, an almost equal number of volumes will 
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remain in the Dewey Classification and in Wilson Library as little used mate- 
rials when the new library is occupied. Even so, to process 300,000 volumes in 
the next five years will impose almost as big a burden as the annual acquisition 
of new titles imposes. Consequently, it is fairly apparent that some concen- 
trated program with special support will be necessary if this material is to be 
ready for shelving in the new building when it is opened. In the last quarter of 
the year, Mrs. Eleanor Broadus, who has had experience in a similar project at 
Northern [linois University, was hired to supervise the reclassification pro- 
gram temporarily; and provision for a long-term supervisor of reclassification is 
being made for next year. 


In addition to the items mentioned above, the Photographic Services staff 
began the filming of the North Carolina Union Catalogue, which transferred its 
active file to the State Library in November. The filmed version of the 
Catalogue can be combined either with the location data base of the Southeast- 
ern Library Network or with the file at the State Library to provide virtually 
complete coverage of title locations for all libraries in the State. Almost 
simultaneously, the University joined the Center for Research Libraries, fulfil- 
ling the expectation included in last year’s report. The University had been a 
charter member of this cooperative association but had dropped its membership 
over ten years ago. The re-admission to this organization should open a large 
array of new resources to the researchers on campus and should provide access 
to those resources in a much quicker and more convenient manner than that of 
normal interlibrary loan. The return to membership was marked by the election 
of the Provost of the University to the Center’s Board of Directors. 


The terminals tied into the Southeastern Library Network and the Ohio 
College Library Center provide another convenient, rapid contact with national 
library resources. This year the use of these terminals for searching titles to be 
purchased and for locating materials to be borrowed from other libraries 
increased significantly, while the fundamental use of the system, on-line 
cataloging, grew remarkably. There were several reasons for this expanded 
use, but certainly one influence was the acquisition of a Decwriter II printer, 
which transforms the image on the terminal into hard copy, allowing the 
catalogers to work on more difficult problems without occupying a terminal for 
long periods. 


Another highly significant attempt at cooperation with other libraries began 
in the Spring, when representatives from the staffs of Duke University, North 
Carolina State University, and the University at Chapel Hill, began to meet 
regularly to consider improving the services to the Research Triangle. The 
impetus for the effort came from the impending establishment of the National 
Humanities Center and the pressing need which Fellows at the Center will have 
for library resources. Initial discussions with the three directors led to the 
establishment of a committee composed of librarians from each of the institu- 
tions and charged with addressing new approaches to remote accessing and 
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prompt document delivery, in addition to the long established cooperative 
projects in the area. As discussions progressed, it became clear that other 
research groups and commercial firms in the Triangle could profit from the 
Same sort of expansion in service, and preliminary contacts have been made 
with these groups to involve them in the planning. At present, the committee is 
studying the four areas of public services, technical services, collection de- 
velopment, and automation. 


Cooperative undertakings have not diminished the staff’s varied attempts to 
make local resources as known and available as possible to the University 
community. During the year, the two reference staffs in Wilson Library 
collaborated on giving prominence to an individualized reference service for 
students. Entitled ‘‘Library and Research Consultations’? (LaRC) and pub- 
licized through a distribution of posters and brochures, it is based on formal, 
arranged appointments for thirty to forty-five minute discussions with a libra- 
rian on research papers, theses, and dissertations. The service, which is not new 
but which has not been so formalized or publicized previously, is directed 
primarily at graduate students, who warmly welcomed its new format. In 
addition, the Humanities Reference Department continued to serve the libraries 
of the State through its In-Wats service to the State Library and added a 
telephone information service for local patrons. The BA/SS staff continued to 
increase its bibliographic lectures, this year giving a total of 47 lectures to 
students, faculty, and staff. Both departments continued to expand their 
number of subject bibliographies provided for faculty and students. At the same 
time, the staff of the Undergraduate Library, in addition to their extensive 
program in bibliographic instruction, introduced a term paper clinic in both the 
fall and spring terms to assist undergraduate students. Asked to evaluate the 
service, the students were overwhelmingly favorable in their comments, and 
the Undergraduate Library intends to continue and expand the service. 


The Rare Book Collection was able to make some limited progress in the 
creation of a Bibliographical Laboratory. A small room near the Collection, 
formerly occupied by materials placed on campus by the Census Bureau, 
became available for the location of an electric microscope, generously donated 
by the Western Electric Company. The room was appropriately wired and 
lighted, and Western Electric sent a representative to calibrate the microscope 
and to offer instruction in its use. This instrument and the chromotographer 
constructed by a staff member will provide the capability for research on older 
printed materials. Dr. Koda of the Rare Book Collection plans to add to this 
equipment over a period of time, so that the laboratory eventually can be a fully 
equipped research facility, providing the basis for a new area of investigation in 
the University. 


These additional services are, in part, an outgrowth of a sustained program of 
staff development. During the year, the Humanities Reference Department, in 
preparation for offering on-line information retrieval services, received training 
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in the use of the DIALOG system, established last year in the Business 
Administration/Social Science Reference Department. The Acquisitions De- 
partment instituted a series of lectures on topics related to their daily operations. 
This first year the lecturers and topics were Matthew Hodgson, director of the 
University Press, on scholarly publication; Michael and Karen Barnes, mana- 
gers of the Old Book Corner, on the out-of-print book trade; Sally Hill 
McMillan of the University Press on book design and production; Paul Koda of 
the Rare Book Collection, on the acquisition of rare books; Margaret Los- 
pinuso, Music Librarian, on Harrasowitz and European Book dealers; and Cloe 
Ann Canada, head of the Accounting Department, on accounting and budgets. 


After two years’ experience with the OCLC network, the Catalog Depart- 
ment planned a reorganization that will lead to more complete use of the 
system. While this re-structuring of the department was not a staff development 
program in the strictest sense, it led to highly profitable examinations and 
discussions of the department’s responsibilities and activities. It was particu- 
larly beneficial because the department’s staff, under the direction of Associate 
University Librarian Joe Hewitt and Department Head Rodger Harris, de- 
veloped and proposed their own re-organization for administrative review. The 
discussions are still continuing, and it is hoped that much of the plan can be 
implemented in the coming fall. 


The two staff associations maintained their programs for staff development 
of the last two years. The Staff Association initiated a ‘*counterparts’’ work- 
shop series in which staff members from five libraries in the area visit their 
counterparts in other libraries to observe other staffs’ procedures. The Univer- 
sity Library hosted groups who came to observe local practices in circulation, 
interlibrary lending, serials and periodicals, the Music Library, and the Under- 
graduate Library. Staff members from this campus visited other libraries to 
examine different methods used in acquisitions, cataloging , documents proces- 
sing, servicing newspapers and microfilms, binding and marking, science 
libraries, and an art/design library. A rough estimate indicates that approxi- 
mately 100 visits to other libraries were made by members of the staff under this 
program. The Librarians’ Association held seminars on library buildings, 
special collections, personnel interviewing, international librarianship, sys- 
tems analysis, and networks in North Carolina. In April, a conference on 
collection development attracted wide interest and drew an audience of roughly 
150 people from libraries across the South. University faculty as well as visitors 
from other institutions assisted the staff in presenting these programs, but the 
initiative and organization, as well as many of the presentations, were the work 
of the Library’s own talented personnel. 


Members of the staff regularly teach in a variety of academic departments in 
the University, but, not surprisingly, they are most heavily represented in the 
School of Library Science. Associate University Librarian Joe Hewitt, who 
teaches a seminar in the administration of technical services, is an Adjunct 
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Associate Professor in the School, and Rare Book Curator Paul Koda, who 
teaches a seminar in the management of rare book collections, is an Adjunct 
Assistant Professor. Ridley Kessler of the Business Administration and Social 
Sciences Reference staff regularly teaches a course in government documents. 
However, a number of other staff members are invited to give single lectures on 
their specializations to a variety of classes. This year, for example, lectures 
were given on one or more occasions by the following members of the Library 
staff: Margaret Lospinuso and Kathryn Logan of the Music Library, Philip Rees 
of the Art Library, Betty Davis of the Brauer Math/Physics Library, and Marcia 
Tuttle of the Periodicals Department. 


Four new staff committees were formed: the Safety Committee, the Commit- 
tee for Services to the Handicapped, the Committee on the Center for Research 
Libraries, and the Committee on the Preservation of Materials, mentioned 
earlier. These last two committees serve as subcommittees of the Collection 
Development Committee. An elected ad hoc committee gathered extensive 
data on each professional librarian on the staff and assigned ranks of Librarian, 
Associate Librarian, or Assistant Librarian to them, in accordance with the 
proposal for academic status for the professional staff. An appointed ad hoc 
committee supervised the first revision of the Administrative Manual of the 
Library in 25 years, and another such committee is presently working on a 
system of annual staff evaluations. The Planning Council is now compiling a 
policies and procedures manual, and the Communications Committee produced 
a revised edition of the staff handbook, originally published by the Staff 
Welfare Committee in 1972. These two publications should enable any staff 
member to obtain answers to any question concerning his or her job situation. 


Several departments continued and extended analytical studies of their opera- 
tions. The Acquisitions Department enlisted the assistance of Mr. Bryant 
Deaton of the Systems and Procedures Section of Administrative Data Proces- 
sing for an extensive study of the department’s procedures. Both reference 
departments made analyses of the reference questions received over extended 
periods at various points during the year and had the resultant information 
analyzed by the computer in ADP, with an eye to adjusting staff scheduling and 
acquisitions policies to meet their patrons’ needs more effectively. The House 
Undergraduate Library initiated a self-study which will extend over approxi- 
mately three years, under the direction of Ms. Elizabeth Mosby. The intention 
is to examine the place of the House Library in the library system, its services, 
its collections, and the public who use it. This last aspect necessarily involves a 
study of the faculty and student body of the entire University and should 
produce analytical tools and approaches which will be useful to other units in 
the system, as will the other studies mentioned. 


Among the professional librarians, there were four new appointments to the 
staff, one appointment of a former non-professional staff member, and two 
internal promotions. William Schenck, formerly of the Yale University Library 
staff, became head of the Acquisitions Department, replacing Mrs. Peg

Schaberg, who retired last year. David Gleim, formerly of the University of 
Florida staff, assumed a newly created position as head of monographic 
cataloging, after a brief tenure as science cataloger. Cynthia Adams became 
Network Librarian in the Humanities Reference Department, and Margaret 
Winchell became Slavic Cataloger. Murlin Croucher, former Slavic Cataloger, 
became Slavic Bibliographer, and Donna Cornick, former Network Librarian, 
became Information Retrieval Librarian in BA/SS. Jane Bivens became Public 
Services Librarian in the Periodicals Department. 


The many and varied activities recounted here were made known to the 
faculty through a distinctly improved version of Library Notes, edited by David 
Taylor of the Undergraduate Library, and to the staff through an equally 
improved Staff Newsletter, edited by Ann Harbin of the Cataloging Depart- 
ment. Both publications have much more attractive formats than they had 
formerly and contain more information about the Library’s operations. Both are 
now consistently well-edited, and both Mr. Taylor and Ms. Harbin are to be 
congratulated on their fine performances in difficult and demanding assign- 
ments. 


During the year, the Library hosted Mr. Claude Green, Director of Libraries 
at Elizabeth City State University, on a one year internship sponsored by the 
Association of College and Research Libraries and the Mellon Foundation. Ms. 
Elizabeth Mosby of the Library’s staff took a year’s leave to replace Mr. Green 
as Acting Director at Elizabeth City State. While here, Mr. Green systemati- 
cally studied every unit of the library system, attended all administrative 
meetings, and participated in the deliberations of selected committees. 


The Administrative Board of the Library had a year as active as that of the 
staff. One major step taken, after careful investigation, was the authorization of 
the university press approval plan. The Board spent the second half of the 
academic year, in both its own meetings and in the meetings of its standing 
committees, studying the structure and administration of the budget in order to 
reduce the burdens on the faculty and the costs of current methods of book 
selection. As always, the Board provided invaluable and supportive counsel to 
the Library Administration and served as an indispensable avenue of communi- 
cation with the University community. 


The record of 1976-77 is one of constant and productive activity, but it is 
simply a prelude to greater efforts. Planning for the new central library will 
clearly occupy a large portion of the Library’s agenda for the future. However, 
that agenda also covers improvements in accessing the Library’s resources, 
expanded networking ties to other libraries, special emphasis on closer relations 
and shared efforts with the two other university libraries in the Research 
Triangle, refinement of the program for collection development, further explo- 
ration of user studies and analyses of library service, increased attention to the 
preservation of the collections, an expansion of the focussed service to graduate 
students, investigation and planning for additional application of automated 
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systems, and continued liaison with the media center in its developing program. 
Within the constraints of sound management of resources as a means to 
educational and scholarly goals, that principle stated at the opening of this 
report and so well exemplified in the career of Louis Round Wilson, the Library 
faces a challenging opportunity to improve its services significantly at this point 
in its history. It is fortunate in having a staff who have demonstrated a capacity 
for growth and who are not only equal to future challenges but await them with 
some eagerness. 


The ability to realize the opportunities ahead, as in the past, rests directly on 
the support received from the University and the people of the State. In this 
period of continued inflation, shrinkage of resources, and innovations in 
information handling, the availability of the support required to take advantage 
of the many opportunities which present themselves becomes increasingly 
important. The prospect before us holds the potentiality of totally changing 
library service on this campus. We who confront that potentiality are fully 
appreciative of the responsibilities that it imposes, the benefits which it bes- 
tows, and the efforts of those who have made it possible.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE UNIVERSITY LIBRARY 
for the fiscal year 1977-78 


October 1, 1978 


To the Chancellor of the University: 


The year 1977-78 witnessed the completion of the first stage in a long 
range development of the University’s library facilities. In the late Fall, 
the stack addition to Wilson Library with space for one million volumes 
was opened, doubling the book capacity of the building. A small 
ceremony attended by the Chancellor of the University, a number of for- 
mer staff members who had been involved in the project, and a represen- 
tation of the current staff, was held on December 16, 1977, to mark the 
opening. This long-awaited facility added 100 faculty studies, 477 open 
carrels, five large typing rooms, five two-story lounges, and a generous 
provision of seating at study tables. In addition, it freed a number of 
work areas which had held stored materials, so that the staff was able to 
regain adequate operational space and to establish far more efficient 
relationships among units. Virtually every element of the Library, from 
technical services to special collections, benefited. 


The initial planning for the stack addition began in the 1960’s, and it 
was apparent long before it opened that the collections’ growth over the 
intervening years would completely fill it within one year, if all materials 
stored outside the building were recalled. It is entirely appropriate, 
therefore, that while the addition was under construction, two additional 
library facilities were being planned. The design for the new central 
library progressed significantly during the year, through a collaboration 
of Gordon Rutherford of the University Planning Office, the design 
team of the Library—identified in last year’s report—and the architects. 
During the Spring, Mr. Rutherford and the University Librarian pre- 
‘sented the plans at open meetings for the faculty and for the graduate 
student body and solicited comments from those two groups. The Board 
of Trustees approved the schematic plans in July and the design develop- 
ment in March. Prior to this design approval, Richard DeGennaro, 
Director of Libraries at the University of Pennsylvania, was invited to 
review the plans as a safeguard against any serious oversight by those 
working closely with them. Mr. DeGennaro, while making several very 
helpful suggestions, reported quite positively on the design, which owes 
its effectiveness in no small part to the detailed review by the Library’s 
departmental staffs at each stage of its evolution. 
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The growth of the Library’s collections is a major reason for the con- 
struction of the new building, but the other benefits to be reaped from it 
are equally compelling. The provision of pleasant, functional study 
spaces for the student body; of obvious and convenient locations for the 
indices to the collections; and of appropriate environments for research 
will be strong inducements to study and investigation. The creation of 
adequate space and proper relationships for staff operations will provide 
far more efficient and expeditious service to the community, as the stack 
addition in Wilson Library has amply demonstrated in a few months’ 
time. Finally, the flexibility of the new library, with structural accom- 
modation for contemporary technology, will allow the Library to stay 
abreast of future advances in library service. 


The third stage in the development of library facilities, the renovation 
of Wilson Library, will bring comparable rewards. For the first time in 
their long history, the Library’s special collections, its most unusual 
resources, will have adequate space for growth, appropriate climatic 
conditions, and effective security systems. Again with the assistance of 
Mr. Rutherford, the special collections staffs began shaping their exten- 
sive preliminary planning into a tentative program, which will take final 
form during 1978-79. In the meantime, the use of the research collections 
continued to grow. The Manuscripts Department reported 3,967 patrons 
during the year, with 140 colleges and universities, 40 states, and seven 
foreign countries represented; and a selective survey of the Rare Book 
Collection’s patrons revealed use by representatives of 24 institutions 
and two foreign countries. The North Carolina Collection reported an 
11% increase in use. 


This expansion of service was typical of all units in the Library. The 
loans from the Circulation Department increased 11.3% this year, raising 
the total increase since 1974-75, when the Wilson circulation system was 
automated, to the impressive level of 46.6%. Between them, the two 
reference departments created six new subject bibliographies and con- 
ducted 84 LaRCs, the program of research assistance for graduate and 
honors undergraduate students introduced last year. Like the LaRCs, 
the on-line bibliographic searches, begun two years ago, involve long 
and detailed discussions with the researcher in order to define the infor- 
mation being sought. Nevertheless, the Business Administration/Social 
Science reference staff conducted 357 searches this year, as compared 
with 206 last year. In cooperation with the Health Affairs Library, the 
Department acquired access to another commercial network, 
Bibliographic Reference Services, which will make additional data bases 
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available and others available at cheaper rates. Moreover, the BA/SS 
staff gave 53 bibliographic lectures throughout the year on the literature 
of the various disciplines covered by the Department. The Humanities 
Reference staff, who were trained this year in on-line bibliographic 
searching, began to query data bases for their patrons and, with the addi- 
tion of new SOLINET/OCLC terminals, to verify bibliographic cita- 
tions and to locate materials held in other libraries through the network. 
Finally, in a move that probably benefited patrons more than any other, 
the Library contracted with the University Printing and Duplicating 
Department to obtain reliable copying machines for the first time in 
several years—a service that is much appreciated by all concerned. 


The staff also expanded services to off-campus patrons, including 
those who did not visit the Library personally or request interlibrary 
loans. The IN-WATS system, which marked its tenth anniversary on 
February 1, allows the Humanities staff to answer reference and bibli- 
ographic questions for citizens across the State through the State 
Library. Created for the benefit of a select group of public libraries, the 
system now serves all public libraries and the libraries of all two and four 
year colleges and technical institutes in the State. The Photographic Ser- 
vices unit added seven more libraries to the large number for which it 
had been reproducing catalog cards and finished filming the 1977 supple- 
ment of the North Carolina Union Catalog. The film now makes a total 
of 3,360,000 entries with locations available on film to interested 
libraries. The Acquisitions Department distributed 1,753 duplicate 
volumes to other libraries, principally within the State. 


Perhaps the most visible cooperative effort by the staff has been their 
participatiion in the Triangle University Libraries Cooperative Commit- 
tee, chaired by Associate University Librarian Joe Hewitt. This group of 
— twelve librarians representing the staffs of North Carolina State Univer- 
sity, Duke Univerisity, and the University, met regularly throughout the 
year to plan for improved sharing of resources. One notable achievement 
of the Committee was a proposal under Title II-C of the Higher Educa- 
tion Act of 1965 which resulted in the award of $250,000 to the three 
libraries for acquisitions, largely for support of the scholars at the 
National Humanities Center. The grant was one of twenty made to 
research libraries in the country. The Committee has now turned its at- 
tention to the study of a shared catalog, accessible from the Research 
Triangle and from any one of the three campuses. 


A constant search for means of improving performance supports this 
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increased service. One major landmark during the year was the approval 
by the Administrative Board of the Library of the new collection 
development program which assigns the selection of current imprints in 
all disciplines to the Bibliographic Services Department of the Library. 
The Chief Bibliographer, Patrick Wreath, worked out the details of the 
program with the appropriate faculty members and began its implemen- 
tation in March, with the aid of his staff and the related departments of 
the Library. The new program should produce a more even flow of or- 
ders and acquisitions through the year, better coverage of inter- 
disciplinary areas, fewer duplicate orders, and reductions in the costs of 
processing materials. 


The efficiency and dedication of the staff enabled the Acquisitions 
Department to absorb a 55% increase in the monographic budget with 
no additions to their numbers. Nevertheless, the Department continued 
to seek improvements in its performance. Bryant Deaton of Systems and 
Procedures Office of Administrative Data Processing resumed his opera- 
tions research on Departmental procedures. In addition, the Department 
maintained its analysis of book dealers’ performances, reorganized the 
Gifts and Exchange Section to afford more efficient allocation of respon- 
siblities, and renewed its series of seminars for the Departmental staff. 
This year the speakers and topics of the seminars were: Rutland Tufts, 
manager of the Bull’s Head bookshop, on bookselling; Michael Martin, 
University Archivist, on the University Archives, with an emphasis on 
older Acquisitions records; James Ingram, Professor of Economics, on 
exchange rates; and Judy Hogan, coordinator of the Committee on 
Small Magazine Editors and Publishers, on the publication and distribu- 
tion of small press material. 


The Catalog Department completed the reorganization which it had 
begun last year. The new organization reflects both the impact of the 
SOLINET/OCLC network on the Department’s operations and an ef- 
fort to concentrate the processing of similar materials in units which are 
more nearly the same size in staff. With this reorganization and the addi- 
tion of two more network terminals and a printer, the Department was 
able to eliminate its cataloging and filing backlogs, to reclassify 26,839 
volumes, to increase the number of titles cataloged by 14.6%, and to in- 
itiate the cataloging of serials through the network. At this point, 82% of 
current cataloging is done through the network, with a consequent 
reduction of 61% in the cards typed locally since the introduction of 
automated cataloging. For the past two years, the Department has been 
studying the methods for gathering data in order to improve the analysis 
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of its operations. That study is now complete, and the newly revised 
procedures are being used. 


The Periodicals Department is conducting a study of inflation in 
foreign prices, is increasing the number of serials titles received through 
dealers in order to reduce clerical work in the Department, and, with the 
collaboration of Dr. Wreath, has instituted a more accurate method of 
budgeting subscriptions costs. The Circulation Department, while study- 
ing the possible installation of an on-line circulation system, made 
several improvements in the programming for the present batch system. 
‘The Interlibrary Services Department expanded its use of the Center for 
Research Libraries, receiving 359 loans from that source during the year, 
and continued to monitor opinions on the Copyright Law for implica- 
tions on this campus. A staff committee completed work on a new per- 
sonnel evaluation procedure, which was implemented during the year, 
and the Planning Council revised the Five Year Plan and virtually 
finished its preparation of a comprehensive procedures manual. 


The Departmental Libraries made comparable advances in their 
operations, but the limitation of space precludes the mention of any but 
those addressing the major problem, space. In the Planning Library, a 
substantial transfer of materials, necessitated by the occupation of all 
available shelving, was made to Wilson Library. Approximately 1,000 
volumes per year had been transferred from the library until 1974, when 
conditions in Wilson prohibited a continuation of the practice. With the 
space gained in the stack addition, it was resumed. The staff identified 
more than 4,000 volumes for transfer, boxed them, adjusted the library’s 
records, and had the boxes moved to Wilson Library. The Brauer 
Library made a survey of the collection and identified and stored fifty- 
nine serial titles for eventual transfer to Wilson. These two moves initiate 
the transfer program which is an integral element of the new building 
program and which unquestionably will attain more momentum as time 
passes. The procedure is time-consuming, principally because of the 
elaborate record-changing required. The faculties concerned in these two 
instances are to be congratulated for recognizing the benefits of this 
practical solution, as are the staffs for completing the demanding tasks 
involved. 


The continuation of the Board of Governor’s special program for uni- 
versity libraries and the strong support from the University Administra- 
tion permitted a marked increase in acquisitions, in spite of the serious 
erosion caused by inflation. For the second time in the Library’s history, 
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the gross volumes added exceeded 100,000. With the allocated income 
from the Pogue Endowment, Dr. Wreath and his staff made further 
progress on reducing the list of /acunae, compiled in 1973-74 by the 
faculty. Drawing on other special funds, the Manuscripts Department 
was able to further its efforts to purchase literary manuscripts as recom- 
mended in a variety of studies of the collections dating back to the 
faculty study in 1972 prepared for the University’s last accreditation. 


Some purchases deserve special mention. The Rare Book Collection 
was able to acquire a number of noteworthy additions, including a one 
volume incunabular collection of works on mathematics and music 
published in 1496 by the printers Higman and Hopyl of Paris. The 
collection of Sixteenth Century imprints was increased by the addition of 
Lucretius’ De Rerum Natura (Paris: Guillome and Rouille, 1563), 
Philostratus’ Historiae de vita Appolloni (Cologne: Gymnicus, 1532), 
Parthenius’ De Amatories (Basel: Froben, 1531), and Sir Thomas 
Chaloner’s De Rep. Anglorum Instauranda (London: Vautrollerius, 
1579). Among the additions to the Whitaker collections of Dickens and 
Johnson-Boswell were the first American edition of Johnson’s A Journey 
to the Western Islands of Scotland (1810), a first edition of Lady 
Douglas’s Letters (1767) edited by Boswell, a first edition of Elizabeth 
Carter’s Letters (1808), and The Witticisms and Sayings of Dr. Samuel 
Johnson (1793). The Humanities Reference Department acquired 
notable titles across a broad spectrum of languages and disciplines, 
among them being Verbo; enciclopédia luso-brasileira de cultura (Lisboa: 
1963-1976, 18 v.); Gran enciclopedia Rialp (Madrid: 1971-76, 24 v.); 
Dizionario degli istituti di perfezione (Rome: 1974-); Wilhelm Karl Isen- 
burg, Europaisches Stammtafeln: Stammtafeln zur Geschichte der eur- 
opaischen Staaten (Marburg: 1975-1976, 4 v.); and Bonifatius Fischer, 
Novae concordatiae Bibliorum Sacrorum iuxta vulgatam versionem 
(Stuttgart: 1977, 5 v.). 


The Business Administration/Social Science reference staff received a 
significantly larger number of government documents on microfiche this 
year, as the Government Printing Office’s program for this kind of 
publication expanded. These items do not replace depository items but 
rather extend coverage beyond that provided by the depository program. 
The whole issue of microforms as library resources needs study, for 
resources in this format are playing an increasing role in the richness of 
libraries and yet still remain largely unrecognized in most measurements 
of collections. As more publishers begin to adopt this form of publica- 
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tion, as older materials become increasingly available in microform, as 
concern over preservation grows, and as technology advances, these 
materials will become increasingly significant to research collections. 
Harvard University Library’s annual report for 1976-77 made this point 
emphatically and suggested that the continued neglect of microforms as 
a measure, possibly a continuation of past practices, may make statistics 
on holdings more misleading than they have been in past years. The Uni- 
versity Library’s holdings in microform now stand at over 1,240,000, 
having grown by roughly 40,000 items in the past year. 


As always, gifts contributed substantially to the collections’ growth. 
The Rare Book Collection received significant gifts from Dr. and Mrs. 
_ Eben Alexander, Miss Annette Duchein, Professor Lyman H. Cotten, 
Bernard J. Flatow, and Professor Lewis Leary. The Manuscripts Depart- 
ment received a large and unique collection of folklore materials from 
Annabel Morris Buchanan through the good office of Professor Daniel 
Patterson of the English Department, as well as contributions of papers 
from the families of Broadus Mitchell, William A. Clement, Charles 
Harvey Crutchfield, the family of James Lee Love, and the Southall and 
Bowen families. Mr. Gilliam Wood and his children placed on indefinite 
loan an unusually rich collection of manuscripts of the Wood and 
Johnston families which provides source material from the colonial 
period to this century, including records on the plantation system as ex- 
emplified at Hayes, the well-known home of these families near Edenton. 
The North Carolina Collection received valuable donations from Mrs. 
Magnum Weeks, Marvin J. Flythe, Mr. and Mrs. John L. Sanders, 
Richard Walser, Beverly C. Moore, and Mrs. Paul Smith. F. Stuart 
Chapin, Jr., retiring Alumni Distinguished Professor of Planning, made 
a major donation to the Planning Library from his library on land use 
- and modeling. A complete list of donors is appended to this report. 


Exchange programs, like gifts, play a large part in the Library's collec- 
tion development. A wide variety of scholarly and costly titles from 
other institutions are added each year to the Library in exchange for 
University publications and duplicates. This barter-like arrangement 1s 
particularly important in the acquisition of Latin American, Par 
Eastern, and Slavic materials, which are often acquired with American 
publications purchased for the sole purpose of exchanging them. AS an 
indication of the importance of these programs, a special report this year 
reveals that in the exchange of serials alone, the Library has arrange- 
ments with 404 institutions in 36 countries and received 840 subscrip- 
tions in return for 456. 
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One segment of the collection which has not been prominent up to this 
point is non-print media, exclusive of microforms. Since the founding of 
the Media Center two years ago, the Library has worked closely with this 
new service center and with its director, Dr. Donald Shaw. Last year it 
was decided that a logical division of activity between the Center and the 
Library was to assign the provision of all service of classrooms to the 
Media Center and all service for individual students to the Un- 
dergraduate Library. This year a detailed plan for the implementation of 
this policy was prepared and submitted to the University Administra- 
tion. If funding is approved, the Undergraduate Library could begin the 
gradual development of an audio-visual department which should even- 
tually provide excellent service to the University’s students. 


The University Archives, which have grown slowly over the years, 
made marked progress this year. The stack addition permitted the es- 
tablishment of the program on a firm footing, and this present space plus 
the promise of adequate space after the renovation of Wilson Library 
should permit the collection to experience sustained growth. The 
program owed a great deal to the Provost, who joined with the Library 
to provide a part-time assistant, Mrs. Frances Weaver, for the University 
Archivist. Mrs. Weaver was able during the year to organize the papers 
of the past three Chancellors. In February, the Chancellor issued a 
memorandum requesting all units of the University to retain significant 
papers, now that adequate provision for the Archives is planned. 
Another important addition to the University’s historical records was 
the assurance through the Vice-Chancellor for Business and Finance that 
all publications of the University, whether printed on the campus or by 
commercial firms, will be deposited in the North Carolina Collection. 


The staff, not content with extension of service and systematic 
monitoring of the use of resources, maintained their record for personal 
and professional development. Nineteen different workshops on a 
variety of specializations from archives to on-line information retrieval 
were attended by staff groups. Two members of the Acquisitions Depart- 
ment, William Schenck and Helen Miller, took time off from personal 
trips to observe the operations of foreign book dealers in Britain and on 
the Continent. In addition to four staff members’ service as adjunct 
faculty, a broad representation of the staff gave single lectures in the 
Library School on special topics. The Staff Reading Shelf, which is 
maintained within the Library to inform staff members of new develop- 
ments in librarianship, was expanded and re-located for greater con- 
venience. The continuing education program, sponsored with the 
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Library School and three neighboring institutions, had five talks by 
nationally recognized experts on subjects ranging from rare books to 
automated catalogs. The Standing Committees continued to fulfill their 
functions as in the past, but recently, it has become apparent that there 
was a need for specialized knowledge on certain topics beyond that 
which these working groups were able to develop. Consequently, the 
University Librarian appointed three Task Forces, small groups created 
for a limited period and charged with undertaking background research 
on large issues to be faced in the future. The three groups thus far ap- 
pointed are: The Task Force on Computer Applications, the Task Force 
on Furniture and Equipment, and the Task Force on Bibliographic Plan- 
ning. The membership of each, like the membership of the Standing 
Committees, is appended to this report. 


It is gratifying to see that some of these efforts are beginning to win 
national recognition. The Music Library was one of twelve major collec- 
tions to be included in a comparative study being conducted by William 
McClellan of the University of Illinois. The new collection development 
program was examined this year by Warren Baatz, Assistant Director 
for Collection Development at Indiana University, on a Council for 
Library Resources fellowship and by a research team, Hugh F. Cline and 
Lorraine Sinnott, from Educational Testing Services. This second study, 
based on intensive interviewing and extended visits to seven libraries 
across the country, will result in a monograph scheduled for publication 
in the Fall. A workshop on collection development in the Spring of 1977 
produced a half dozen or so papers written by staff members that have 
been published. The publication record of the staff generally, like its 
leadership in professional organizations, continues to grow. 


This record of achievement attained institutional recognition this year, 
in February, when the General Faculty of the University approved the 
inclusion of professional staff of Wilson Library and the attached outly- 
ing libraries in the General Faculty. Over the past several years, the staff 
had developed a document which delineated the procedures for appoint- 
ments, promotions and nonrenewals. With the extension of General 
Faculty membership to the staff and the assignment of ranks to all 
professional librarians, this document, while extremely detailed, proved 
inadequate for some necessary actions and communications within the 
Library. The University Librarian appointed an ad hoc committee to 
propose amendments to the document for the full implementation of the 
procedures next year.

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There were seven resignations from the staff this year. Betty Davis, 
Librarian of the Brauer Library, resigned to take a position with 
DIALOG in California; Patricia Polentz, cataloger, resigned to join the 
staff of the University of Illinois; Barbara Christy, Geology-Zoology 
Librarian, took a position with the Library of Congress; Elizabeth 
Mosby became Assistant Director of Libraries at Elizabeth City State; 
Margaret Atkins, part-time tracer in the Circulation Department, 
resigned but took no new position; Araby Greene accompanied her hus- 
band to a new assignment in Japan; and Rosa Tsai, East Asian cataloger, 
moved to the Boston area with her husband. In addition, there were 
three retirements: Elizabeth Bolton retired as cataloger of Rare Books 
after 19 years of service to the Library; Katherine Daniel retired as a 
member of the Cataloging Department after 16 years of service; and 
Betty Zouck retired as Botany Librarian after 29 years of service. Brian 
Nielsen, Ann Lee, and Myrna Schwartz, were on leave from the Un- 
dergraduate Library and were replaced temporarily by Barbara 
Hornick-Lockard, Tucker Schecter, and Peggy Tulloch. 


Deborah Clinton replaced Ms. Polentz in the Cataloging Department; 
Larry Alford became Assistant Circulation Librarian, replacing Ms. 
Atkins in a full-time position; and Dana Sally replaced Ms. Davis in the 
Brauer Library. In new positions, Jeanne Sawyer became cataloger of 
scientific materials; Linda Allman became head of the reclassification 
project; Marilyn Souders became business reference librarian; and John 
Darling became librarian of the Zoology Library. A special commenda- 
tion is due Faye Martin, assistant in the Brauer Library, for her con- 
scientious and effective performance during an extended search for a 
new librarian. 


The Administrative Board of the Library invested much time and 
thought in the final refinements of the new collection development policy 
and once again displayed a lively interest in the progress of the plans for 
the new building throughout the year. In addition, two special commit- 
tees were created at the request of the University Librarian: one to study 
the loan period provided for the faculty and another to study the 
purchase of auction items of special interest and value. As always, the 
Board extended invaluable advice and guidance to the Library’s Ad- 
ministration during the year. 


Virtually every item in the agenda for 1977-78 that was listed last year 
has received substantial attention, although most of those matters still 
require further work. In addition, the Library faces several new issues. 
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One major challenge now confronting all research libraries is the future 
of the catalog. The Library of Congress plans to close its card catalog in 
the early 1980’s, because of the cost of maintaining it and its un- 
wieldiness for both staff and patrons. At the same time, that Library in- 
tends to adopt a new international cataloging code that could mean a 
revision of as much as 20% to 30% of the entries in existing catalogs. 
There are distinct benefits that can result from these changes, but the 
whole matter has serious implications for each local catalog. Quite aside 
from the costs involved, any change in this key to collections will require 
extensive education of the public who use it. The entire subject requires 
close study, which is now being initiated by the Task Force on 
Bibliographic Planning. 


Related to this matter is the role of automation in the Library’s future. 
At this point, the Library has made rather limited use of this new 
technology, but it is clear that additional applications can provide vastly 
improved service at costs which are becoming competitive with person- 
nel costs. Whether the Library is able to obtain the resources which will 
permit a broader application of automated processes will have much to 
do with its future development and its ability to serve the University 
community and the people of the State. It is a subject of the utmost 
seriousness which will require detailed investigation over the coming 
years. 


At present, the Library’s support by the State and the University’s ad- 
ministration is exemplary. This past year’s record demonstrates that the 
Library’s staff possesses the ability and dedication and has provided the 
service to warrant that support. In an age when information is becoming 
increasingly important to the society’s welfare and its dissemination 
vastly more sophisticated, we in the Library are grateful for this in- 
- dispensable support from those whom we serve.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE UNIVERSITY LIBRARY 
For The Fiscal Year 1978-79 
October 1, 1979 


To the Chancellor of the University: 


There was significant movement in the direction of a national library 
system in 1978-79. The majority of the States held conferences in prepara- 
tion for the White House Conference on Libraries and Information 
Sciences, scheduled for November, 1979. The planning for a National 
Library Network which would permit electronic communication among 
the libraries of the country continued to progress under the leadership of 
the Library of Congress and the National Commission on Libraries and In- 
formation Science. The Council on Library Resources published a plan for 
a National Periodicals Center to serve as an interlibrary lending agency for 
the nation. The Council, supported by six million dollars in grants from a 
variety of foundations, also announced a Bibliographic Service Develop- 
ment Program, in part to develop the capability of exchanging data among 
all regional and interregional networks. The adoption of the Anglo- 
American Catalog Rules IJ and the resultant standards will ultimately es- 
tablish a greater degree of uniformity in bibliographic information that will 
facilitate this internetwork and interlibrary communication. 


These tentative steps in the direction of national cooperation, especially 
among university libraries, largely stemmed from a coincidence of 
economic necessity and technological capability. The economic pressures 
on libraries result from the relative decline in support for higher education, 
the unabated inflation in the prices of library materials, the devaluation of 
the dollar, and the annual increase in publications. The lead article in the 
January 22, 1979, issue of The Chronicle of Higher Education addressed 
this problem, pointing out that library costs have risen more sharply than 
other university costs, according to accepted indices, and reporting a 
national trend to more narrow coverage of subject matter. Small wonder 
that most librarians have come to think more in terms of the in- 
terdependence of libraries and the sharing of resources; and if there is any 
positive potentiality in these generally depressing circumstances, it is that 
electronic technology may have provided the means by which interlibrary 
cooperation can have more substance than it has in the past. It is necessary, 
however, to recognize that the potentiality has an enduring limitation: uni- 
versity libraries serve institutions which cannot abandon the traditional 
academic programs, so that a large degree of duplication among collections 
is inescapable and the opportunities for interdependence consequently 
restricted. 
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Local cooperative efforts among the university libraries in the Research 
Triangle reflect these same problems, the same approach to solutions, and 
the national effort to weather the crisis. Under Title II-C of the Higher 
Education Act of 1965, the Office of Education introduced a program last 
year for the strengthening of research libraries. As reported last year, the 
libraries of Duke University, North Carolina State University, and the Uni- 
versity, obtained a grant of $250,000, one of twenty awarded, to enrich 
their collections, principally to meet the needs of the Fellows at the 
National Humanities Center. That grant went into effect early in the year, 
almost simultaneously with a consultancy by John Knapp, formerly of the 
Research Library Group, and Ritvars Bregzis of the University of Toronto 
on the feasibility of creating a machine-readable shared catalog for the 
three libraries. The Bregzis-Knapp report provided the foundation on 
which the Triangle University Libraries Cooperative Committee, described 
in earlier annual reports, built a new proposal for the Title II-C program re- 
questing funds for the initial development of the shared catalog. That 
proposal resulted in a $220,500 grant for the initiation of this long-range 
project, which will be developed in the University’s Data Processing Center 
under Library supervision. In addition, established programs of coopera- 
tion in collection development, interlibrary lending, and the exchange of 
materials, continue to operate as they have for the past thirty or forty years. 
The preparation and implementation of proposals for the Title II-C grants, 
if anything, have re-confirmed and strengthened these older programs. 


Sharing resources and experience with other libraries in the University 
system is an equally large part of the Library’s cooperative efforts. A for- 
mal program, supported by federal funds, permitted Joe Hewitt, Associate 
University Librarian for Technical Services, to assist the library staff at 
Winston-Salem State University as they planned the future of their catalog. 
Staff members from several libraries in the University system visited the 
Library to observe local solutions to common problems and to become ac- 
quainted with the practices of a larger organization. Duplicate copies from 
the Library’s collections, principally gifts, were made available to other 
University Libraries throughout the year. The University Librarians’ Ad- 
visory Council, which meets quarterly, provided a forum for Library staff 
members to present the plans for the shared catalog in the Triangle, which 
will have the capability eventually to accomodate the University system, 
and plans for the Library’s adoption of AACR-II. 


THE COLLECTIONS 


However helpful interlibrary cooperation may be, it plainly is no sub- 
stitute for efficient use of resources within a single library. The Library was 
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fortunate in that regard with the introduction of the new collection 
development program, designed by Dr. Patrick Wreath and described in 
last year’s annual report. Dr. Wreath’s tragic death in May deprived the 
Library of a bibliographer of rare vision and effectiveness, but fortunately 
his program had become firmly established before his death. As expected, 
it already has significantly expedited the selection, ordering, and receipt of 
materials, and it is apparent that further refinement of the program will 
produce additional benefits. Moreover, it has improved perceptibly the ac- 
quisition of elusive items like out-of-print books and Slavic publications. 
Combined with new procedures instituted by the Acquisitions Depart- 
ment, Dr. Wreath’s program will permit the Library to make full use of its 
financial resources at a minimum cost in labor. It is a fitting memorial to his 
extraordinary talents and dedication. 


As a result of the changes described above and of continued support 
from the University Administration, the net additions to the library system 
exceeded 100,000 volumes for the first time in its history and, indeed, sur- 
passed the goal of 110,000 net volumes set for 1978-79 by the University’s 
Five Year Plan. These additions represent a notable achievement by the 
Bibliographic Services Department, the Acquisitions Department, and the 
Cataloging Department, as well as being a testimony to the leadership of 
Associate University Librarian Hewitt. In addition to the effectiveness of 
the new programs, the task required extreme conscientiousness and tireless 
effort from everyone involved. This record is all the more remarkable in 
that it does not reveal the substantial acquisition of unbound materials. In 
this broader context, the Library has made even greater strides, as revealed 
by a Resources Index published by the Association of Research Libraries. 
While the collections ranked 24th in the nation in bound volumes held, they 
ranked 20th in all forms of material. 


The qualitative growth of the collections was almost as apparent as their 
quantitative growth. Some of the notable acquisitions of the Rare Book 
Collection were Seneca’s Flores (Antwerp, Plantin, 1555); William of New- 
burgh’s Rerum Anglicarum (Antwerp, Silvius, 1567); Curtius Rufus’ 
Historiae Alexandri Magni (Paris, Le Messier, 1534), the only copy of this 
edition in the United States; and Giovanni Giorgio Trissino’s La 
Sophonisba (Venice, Ianiculo, 1529). These purchases, made with funds 
from the Hanes Foundation for the Study of the Book, are but a selection 
from the acquisitions reflecting the Collection’s concentration on 
sixteenth-century imprints and the conscientious effort of the Curator, Dr. 
Paul Koda, to add titles which support areas of strength for study and 
research. Other trust funds provided significant additions to the holdings in 
Victorian literature, the Wilmer Collection of Civil War Novels, the 
- Samuel Johnson Collection, and the Charles Dickens Collection. 
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The Manuscripts Department expanded its collecting of literary 
manuscripts, and the Southern History Collection in that Department 
purchased the diary of Samuel Cram Jackson, Congregationalist minister 
of Andover, Massachusetts. The diary, recording a visit to Charleston and 
Columbia, South Carolina, in 1832-33, was the first purchase from the 
Fletcher Melvin Green Memorial Fund. The University Archives received 
sixty-four record transfers, adding 318,006 records. The North Carolina 
Collection enriched its holdings with the addition of three manuscripts 
profoundly important to the history of North Carolina. They are 
handwritten catalogs from the papers of The Reverend Thomas Bray, a 
founder of the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts, 
revealing the contents of a parochial library and a layman’s library for St. 
Thomas Parish at Bath and a layman’s library for “Albemarle Settlement” 
(i.e., the Edenton area). The text of the St. Thomas catalogs was known 
earlier, but the existence of another library as early as 1701 in Edenton had 
not previously been suspected. An endowment established by the late 
Bruce Cotten provided the funds for the purchase. 


Gifts and donations to the Library added further strength to the collec- 
tions. Major gifts to the general collections came from Professor Norman 
Eliason, Kenan Professor Frederico G. Gil, Mrs. Robert Briggs, Mr. 
and Mrs. John McEchren, Richard J. Trilling, and Alumni Distinguished 
Professor Emeritus Joseph C. Sloane. The North Carolina Collection 
again received significant contributions from Professor Richard Walser of 
North Carolina State University, in a tradition begun by his father. The 
Southern Historical Collection received sixty-nine boxes of papers of 
Algernon Lee Butler, former United States Judge of the Eastern District of 
North Carolina, from Mrs. Butler. Professor Walser also donated ad- 
ditional papers of his father as well as some of his own to the Collection; 
David H. Thomas presented the records of the Southern Furniture 
Manufacturers’ Association for the period 1905-33, papers acquired by Dr. 
Thomas during his research on the history of furniture manufacture in 
North Carolina. The Southern Historical Association selected the Collec- 
tion as its official repository, and the first of the Association’s papers ar- 
rived during the year. The Rare Book Collection received three major gifts: 
The Mary Shore Cameron Collection of Sherlock Holmes, donated by 
Professor Emeritus Edward A. Cameron in memory of his late wife, who 
built the collection; The Kellam Collection of Clement C. Moore’s The 
Night Before Christmas, donated by Mary Umstead and William Porter 
Kellam in memory of their son, William Porter Kellam, Jr., Class of 1950, 
and in honor of their daughter, Mary Kellam Stanley, Class of 1953; and 
the library of American literature of Kenan Professor Emeritus Lewis 
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Leary and his wife Mary Warren Leary. In addition, the Collection re- 
ceived smaller but valuable gifts from Professor Emeritus Lyman Cotten, 
Kenan Professor Henry Lewis, James MacLamroc, Professor Michael 
McVaugh, Mrs. Charles Mills, and Kenan Professor George Mowry. Ber- 
nard Flatow, Class of 1941, made an unusual contribution by negotiating 
an exchange arrangement with the José Marti National Library of Cuba 
which provided a large number of Cuban publications which otherwise 
would have been unavailable. 


SERVICES 


The impact of the Collection Development Program unquestionably ex- 
ceeded that of any other internal Library program, but it was by no means 
the only re-ordering of Library procedures. In conjunction with it, the Ac- 
quisitions Department re-assigned duties and introduced new techniques 
which permitted a 40% increase in the searching of new titles and a 69% rate 
of success in the purchase of out-of-print items, a highly respectable level of 
acquisition in that market. The Cataloging Department was able to in- 
crease its processing of new titles by 65%, largely because of the staff's flex- 
ibility in accepting assignments to varying tasks in order to keep the flow of 
materials at a maximum. The Acquisitions Department generously lent 
assistance in this effort. There was an expanded use of the 
SOLINET/OCLC system, particularly in less central areas of cataloging, 
like rare books and music. This year the use of the system reached a new 
level and now accounts for 92% of the Library’s cataloging. 

In the Public Services Division, an increased use of the Library was evi- 
dent in virtually all units. The Circulation Department has reported that 
general circulation rose 8.8%, for the fifth year of increases. Since 1974, the 
circulation of books has grown by an average of 11% each year. The North 
Carolina Collection experienced a 20% growth in its readership over last 
year. The Brauer Library had a 19% increase in circulation. The Business 
and Social Science Reference Department reported a 37% increase in 
reference transactions. The assignments of carrels to faculty and graduate 
students reached an unprecedented number. This last phenomenon 1s ob- 
viously a result of patrons’ becoming accustomed to the new stack addi- 
tion; but whereas some faculty carrels went unassigned when a much 
smaller number was available, all the new and old carrels were occupied 
this year. It is, as Archie Fields, Circulation Librarian reports, a clear case 
of “better facilities producing greater demand.” 

A number of the Public Service units rendered special services to patrons 
on and beyond the campus. The Humanities Reference Department 
provided LaRCs (Library and Research Consultations) for graduate 
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students from twelve departments and one from another university. That 
staff continued to receive a large number of questions by telephone, es- 
pecially through the In-WATS system, and this year began to offer online 
bibliographic searches in the humanistic disciplines. The Department 
Head, Ms. Louise Hall, made a valuable contribution to the National 
Humanities Center by suggesting titles for the Center’s original library 
collection. The BA/SS staff gave 88 bibliographic lectures, made 547 com- 
puter searches, held 46 LaRC consultations, and created five new subject 
bibliographies. Ridley Kessler of that Department, as the regional 
depository librarian of the State, traveled approximately 900 miles during 
the year to visit ten North Carolina depository libraries. The Un- 
dergraduate Library gave more than twice as many term paper consultan- 
cies this year as last and continued its program of bibliographic instruction, 
which included all students of English I and English II this year and in- 
volved over 5,000 students in all. 


THE STAFF 


The program for staff development had another full year. The 
Librarians’ Association sponsored a program in November on “A-V 
Resources on Campus,” with Don Shaw, Barbara Hornick-Lockard, 
Kathryn Logan, Carolyn Lipscomb, and Ron Cheatham participating. 
In January, Dan Patterson and Charles Zug presented a program on the 
“Folklore Archives.” The Association held a conference on “Library 
Research for Librarians” in March that drew attendance from the entire 
Southeast. Boyd Rayward, editor of The Library Quarterly; Nancy Gwinn, 
program officer of the Council on Library Resources; Walter Smith of the 
University’s Statistics Department; Edward Holley, Dean of the School of 
Library Science; and Rose Mary Magrill, a professor from the School of 
Library Science at the University of Michigan; presented the program. In 
April, Beacham Wray of Administrative Data Processing gave a talk on 
“Task Analysis and Work Flow,” and in May, there was a forum on library 
research, with Julian Green, Marcia Tuttle, Janet Flowers, David Gleim, 
and Helen Miller, of the Library staff discussing their individual research 
projects. In October, the Staff Association sponsored a lecture entitled 
“The Preservation of Library Materials: the State of the Art,” given by Dr. 
Koda, who had just returned from a national seminar on preservation con- 
ducted at Columbia University. The staff of the BA/ SS Reference Depart- 
ment initiated the founding of the North Carolina Online Users’ Group for 
librarians in the State who are engaged in online bibliographic searching. 
Donna Cornick of BA/SS organized a workshop on federal government 
data bases in March for NCOLUG which was attended by librarians from 
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New York to Texas; and Diane Strauss, Head of the Department, is 
currently serving as the organization’s first president. NCOLUG, which 
now has over 100 members, meets three or four times a year and through 
such activities as the workshop is beginning to receive national recognition. 
The Acquisitions Department continued its series of seminars with five 
Sessions this year: Robert Barrows of Arno Press on reprint publishing: 
Ridley Kessler of BA/SS on government documents and the Government 
Printing Office as a publisher; Celia Poe of Humanities Reference on the 
map collection and the acquisition of maps; Keith Sipe of the Carolina 
Academic Press on small, academic publishing; and three bibliographers 
from Bibliographic Services on plans for the upcoming year. 

In addition to these local endeavors, the staff continued to educate 
themselves in their profession by attending workshops and conferences 
across the country. In 1978-79, more than 50 staff members attended in ex- 
cess of 35 such study groups. Individual staff members who made trips 
overseas for purposes relevant to their jobs were Murlin Croucher, Slavic 
Bibliographer, who visited the National Library of Czechoslovakia and the 
Charles University Library during the Summer of 1977-78; Margaret 
Winchell, Slavic Cataloger, who attended a four-week program of 
language instruction at Cracow University; and Edward Martinique, East 
Asian Bibliographer, who studied techniques for preserving rare books at 
four major institutions in Taiwan. 

These activities both provide for the professional development of the 
staff and produce skills that have direct application to the problems and 
challenges facing the Library. Those skills were evident in the studies con- 
ducted this year by the Task Force on Bibliographic Planning and the Task 
Force on Computer Applications, who investigated local problems in the 
context of the national planning summarized early in this report. The issues 
of closing card catalogs and replacing them with some form of machine- 
readable catalog and of the adoption of AACR-II are crucial in the plan- 
ning by these two Task Forces. The coincidence of these two major changes 
at the Library of Congress led many in the research library community to 
presume initially that the two innovations had to occur simultaneously. J o¢ 
Hewitt and David Gleim, chairman of the Task Force on Bibliographic 
Planning, exerted national leadership in cautioning that adopting the new 
Rules in card catalogs was a feasible option. Their article to that effect 
appeared in the March issue of American Libraries and has prompted a 
number of university libraries to reconsider their original plans toclose the 
catalog. Present planning within the Library calls for retaining the card 
catalog with suitable adaptation to the new Rules for the next four or five 
years. During that period, a sound development of a machine-readable 
catalog should be possible, permitting the closing of the card catalog in the 
~ mid-1980’s. 
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Dr. Hewitt’s and Mr. Gleim’s article was one of sixteen articles published 
by twelve staff members during the year, exclusive of a much larger number 
of editorships, assignments as indexers or compilers, and contributions of 
book reviews. (A bibliography of articles by staff members is appended to 
this report.) This record reveals a sharp increase in staff publication, anda 
parallel increase in staff participation in professional organizations is ap- 
parent. The list of these activities is far too extensive to recount here, but 
one example, the election by a national constituency of Ms. Marcia Tuttle 
of the Periodicals Department to chair the Serials Section of the American 
Library Association’s Resources and Technical Services Division, deserves 
special mention. 

Three of the staff’s standing committees devoted considerable effort to 
providing for handicapped patrons and staff members, within the con- 
straints of a fifty-year old building. The Planning Council produced a 
manual of information for handicapped patrons. The Public Services 
Committee, working closely with Laura Drumheller of the Student Affairs 
Office, negotiated the acquisition of several pieces of equipment for the 
visually handicapped, including a Kurzweiler Reading Machine, with a 
grant administered by the North Carolina Department of Human 
Resources. The Communications Committee interviewed handicapped 
staff about their needs, sponsored two films on the problems of the handi- 
capped, and recommended that one staff member become responsible for 
liaison with Ms. Drumheller. Accordingly, Larry Alford, Assistant Cir- 
culation Librarian and a member of the Public Services Committee, was 
appointed Library Liaison for the Handicapped. Associate University 
Librarian for Public Services Clifton Brock, Chairman of the Public Ser- 
vices Committee, became a member of the University-wide 504 Advisory 
Committee, created to advise the University Administration on the im- 
plementation of federal regulations governing facilities and services for the 
handicapped. : 

Several new members joined the staff during the year. John Rutledge 
became Western European Studies Bibliographer, and Patricia 
Dominguez became American Studies Bibliographer. John Erlandson 
replaced Araby Green as State and International Documents Librarian, 
after Ms. Greene resigned last year to follow her husband to a new assign- 
ment. Julian Green, Geology Librarian, replaced Barbara Christy, who 
took a position at the Library of Congress. Roberta Engleman became 
Rare Book Cataloger following Betty Bolton’s retirement. James Romer 
replaced Katherine Daniel, who also retired, in the Cataloging Depart- 
ment. Barbara Hornick-Lockard became a reference librarian in the House 
Undergraduate Library after Brian Nielsen, who is now in the doctoral 
program of the Library School, resigned. Abraham Yu as East Asian 
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Cataloger, replaced Rosa Tai, who married and moved to Boston. Rebecca 
Stroud became a cataloger in the North Carolina Collection in a new posi- 
tion. William Burk replaced Betty Zouck, who retired, as Botany 
Librarian. Carolyn Hurt replaced Ann Lee, who resigned to serve further 
with the Peace Corps in Africa, as a reference librarian in the Un- 
dergraduate Library. At the end of the year, Julian Green resigned as 
Geology Librarian to take a similar position at Harvard University. On 
June 30th, Ms. Pattie McIntyre retired after thirty years of service, and her 
presence will certainly be missed by faculty, staff, and students. 


In this, the first full year in which the professional librarians were 
members of the General Faculty, several candidates from their ranks were 
successful in faculty elections. Louise McG. Hall, Head of the Humanities 
Reference Department, was elected to the Faculty Council; and Kathryn 
Logan of the Music Library, John Shipman of Bibliographic Services 
Department, and Larry White of the Chemistry Library, were elected as 
alternates. Larry Dixson of the Music Library was elected to the Ad- 
ministrative Board of the Library. Within the Library, two review and 
promotions committees were elected, and the ranking system, established 
for librarians at the time of their acceptance into the General Faculty, was 
implemented. Each professional librarian on the staff now has an assigned 
rank as General Librarian, Assistant Librarian, Associate Librarian, or 
Librarian, and an assigned Division within the University. 


The Library had two interns visiting this year. The first, Mr. Hirotoyo 
Ishii of Gakugei University, came to the University under the sponsorship 
of the School of Library Science after Dean Edward G. Holley had visited 
Japan the year before and made the necessary arrangements. Mr. Ishii, 
who was on campus from August to April, worked principally with the 
staff of the Technical Services Division and took related courses in the 
School. Ms. Ann Niles of the Carleton College Library, who arrived in 
January, observed the Library’s administration and supplemented her ex- 
perience in the Library with courses in the School of Library Science and 
the School of Business Administration. In May, toward the end of her visit, 
Ms. Niles submitted a detailed study of the use of microfilm in the library 
system. In the Spring, the Council on Library Resources announced that 
Ms. Susan Nutter of the library staff at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology would spend a year as a management intern in 1979-80 under 
the program which CLR sponsors for mid-career librarians who wish to 
work with a director of a library in the Association of Research Libraries. 
Ms. Nutter’s interest is general administration. 
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FACILITIES 


Two departmental libraries, Botany and City and Regional Planning, 
were dedicated to distinguished faculty members who had been prominent 
in the development of the collection. The Planning Library was named in 
honor of F. Stuart Chapin, Jr., who was founder of the Center for Urban 
and Regional Studies and who retired last year as Alumni Distinguished 
Professor of Planning. The Botany Library was named in honor of JohnN. 
Couch, Kenan Professor Emeritus of the Botany Department. Dr. Couch 
contributed to the library’s excellence both through his selection of 
materials and through the donation of his own unusual collection on fungi. 
To mark the occasion of the library’s dedication, Dr. Couch donated the 
author’s personal copy of R. G. Wasson’s Soma: The Divine Mushroom of 
Immortality, a rare and beautifully illustrated volume that constitutes a 
significant addition to the collection. In October, the Robert B. House Un- 
dergraduate Library celebrated its tenth anniversary. Evan Farber, 
Librarian of Earlham College, gave a talk on bibliographic instruction, and 
later, a reception was attended by Chancellors House, Aycock, and Taylor, 
with Chancellor Taylor paying a tribute to Chancellor House and his ad- 
ministration. James Phillips, President of the Student Body, presented the 
House Library with its 100,000th volume. 

The Undergraduate Library significantly improved its services in audio- 
visual materials ina collaborative effort with the Media Center, established 
on campus three years ago. Under the arrangement agreed upon, the Un- 
dergraduate Library will provide the space for a new audio-visual center, 
and the Media Center will provide the personnel. Both will share the costs 
of equipment as funds allow. Plans for the development of this program ap- 
proached their final stage, and by the end of the year, the first physical 
changes to the House Library to accommodate the new services had begun. 
Simultaneously, the Media Center assigned two staff members to the 
Library to provide the services required. Future plans include the addition 
of necessary equipment and material, the creation of a catalog of materials 
available, and the provision of video tape viewing. In connection with this 
last, the House Library has already added one valuable service by making 
tapes of recent evening news programs available to students. 

With the assistance of the University Planner, Gordon Rutherford, the 
Library staff completed the plans for the new central library and began to 
consider such matters as the furniture and equipment for it, the moving of 
the collections, and the relationship between that building and Wilson 
Library. Plans for the renovation of Wilson Library progressed rapidly, so 
that by the end of the year, the program for that building was complete. The 
Wilson building will accommodate the three Special Collections, a segment 
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of the Media Center, the Library’s photographic services, and a History of 
Science Collection. The current schedule calls for the selection of an 
architect in the coming year. 


Throughout the year, the Administrative Board of the Library rendered 
valuable counsel to the Library Administration. The Board, in addition to 
its usual duties, made extensive studies of two specific subjects: the 
purchase of manuscripts and the loan period for faculty members. As a 
result of the first, the Board established an Emergency Committee with 
whom the University Librarian can consult on opportunities which 
suddenly appear on the manuscript market. The examination of the loan 
period for faculty members led to no change in the duration of faculty loans 
but did prompt the Board to impose fines on those faculty members who ig- 
nore overdue or recall notices. 


This record of each year’s work is always highly selective, necessarily. 
Even this sampling, however, reveals what a dedicated and talented staff 
can do when the appropriate resources are made available. Present plan- 
ning within the Library is in touch with and sensitive to national planning, 
so that advantages for the University as well as contributions to the 
national effort should be forthcoming. The staff is intent upon keeping 
abreast of the national scene while maintaining its traditionally high level 
of service locally. The Library continues to benefit from the strong support 
of the University Administration, and its growth in collections and services 
bears witness to that support as it does to the abilities and commitment of 
the staff. If those indispensable elements of good library service can be 
maintained, the University community will be well served in future years.
